BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

2007  was  a  year  of  change  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Jim  Pollard,  decided  not  to  seek  a  third  term  on  the  Board  and  Joe 
Norton  was  re-elected  in  April  2007.  The  Selectmen  thank  Jim  for  his  years 
of  dedicated  service  to  the  Town  and  wish  he  and  his  family  all  the  best.  The 
Selectmen  also  welcomed,  John  Danehey,  as  the  newest  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  John  brings  a  wealth  of  knowledge  and  experience  to  the  Board 
both  as  an  attorney  and  as  a  past  Chairman  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

April  2007  saw  the  creation  of  the  Scituate’s  first  Historic  Commission 
and  the  Town  also  acknowledged  the  continued,  excellent  work  of  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society.  Plans  continue  to  go  forward  at  the  Scituate  Marine  Park 
on  Edward  Foster  Road  and  its  use  by  groups  such  as  the  Historical  Society 
and  the  Recreation  Department’s  Sailing  Program.  This  is  a  great  resource  for 
the  Town  and  its  benefits  will  be  ongoing  for  many  generations  to  come. 

As  the  United  States  continues  to  face  challenging  economic  times,  so 
does  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The  April  override  of  $2,741,729  brought  some 
relief  to  the  Schools  and  the  Town  sides.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Frank 
DiCesare  and  Paul  Reidy  for  their  work  on  the  Financial  Forecast  Committee. 
The  Financial  Forecast  has  been  an  extremely  valuable  tool  and  these  men’s 
commitment  has  been  exemplary.  The  sewer  expansion  project  was  complet¬ 
ed  in  the  Cliff  area  during  the  summer  months.  The  Board,  as  Water 
Commissioners,  called  for  a  mandatory  water  ban  in  September  2007  due  to 
extreme  drought  conditions.  The  Board  continues  to  examine,  with  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  the  Water  Resource  Committee,  ways  in  which  to  upgrade  the  Town’s 
water  infrastructure.  In  August,  the  Board  interviewed  and  hired  new  Town 
Counsel. 

On  October  31st,  after  many  years  of  meetings,  planning,  negotiating  and 
construction,  the  Town  witnessed  the  return  of  the  Greenbush  Line  commuter 
rail.  Streetscapes  work  continues  in  North  Scituate  and  Greenbush  Villages 
thanks,  in  no  small  part,  to  the  diligent  and  ongoing  work  of  the  Streetscapes 
Committee.  Sincere  recognition  goes  out  to  A1  Bangert,  the  Town’s 
Ombudsman,  who  was  at  all  times  professional,  polite  and  patient  when  deal¬ 
ing  with  a  myriad  of  resident  concerns.  A1  reported  back  to  the  Board  on 
weekly  basis  and  his  dedication  to  the  task  was  nothing  short  of  miraculous! 
I  know  that  the  Board  and  the  entire  Town  of  Scituate  thank  him  for  his 
supreme  efforts  on  the  Town’s  behalf. 
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This  year  also  saw  the  retirement  of  two,  long-time  employees  of  the 
Town;  Fire  Chief  Edward  Hurley  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Anthony  Antoniello.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  both  men  for  their 
hard  work  and  commitment  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.  2007  saw  the  passing  of 
the  “Mayor  of  North  Scituate”,  Chick  Gates,  for  whom  a  memorial  clock  was 
erected  in  North  Scituate  in  the  fall.  The  Steverman  family  was  named 
“Citizens  of  the  Year”  in  November  and  the  Town  is  honored  to  have  them 
amongst  its  residents;  they  are  people  of  strength,  character  and  purpose. 

The  Board  would  like  to  recognize  the  dedicated  work  of  resident  volun¬ 
teers  who  serve  on  the  many  different  committees,  commissions,  boards  and 
councils.  These  volunteers  share  their  expertise  and  valuable  gift  of  time  each 
and  every  week  to  assist  in  the  smooth  operation  of  the  Town.  I  would  like  to 
thank  Joe  Norton,  Paul  Reidy,  Rick  Murray  and  John  Danehey  for  working 
with  me  on  a  wide  variety  of  issues  over  this  past  year.  The  Selectmen  would 
also  like  to  thank  Rick  Agnew,  Town  Administrator,  Sheila  Manning,  Kim 
Donovan,  and  Judy  Gilligan,  Administrative  Assistants,  for  ably  dealing  with 
the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  offices  and  resident  issues.  Also,  recognition 
goes  out  to  all  the  Town  of  Scituate  employees  who  work  so  hard  every  day 
on  the  residents’  behalf.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  continue  to  explore, 
understand  and  solve  the  many  challenges  facing  the  Town  in  the  years  to 
come.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints  all 
department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant, 
Treasurer/Collector,  and  Town  Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  gener¬ 
al  supervision  of  all  departments  and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and 
administrative  records  of  Town  activities. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  Town  property  including  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of  all 
Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he  pre¬ 
pares  and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Town  employ¬ 
ees  and  especially  Sheila  Manning  and  Kim  Donovan  for  an  enjoyable  and 
successful  year.

COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  (the  CPA  or  the  Act)  was  adopted  by 
Scituate  voters  in  2002.  As  adopted  by  the  voters,  a  three  percent  CPA  sur¬ 
charge  is  assessed  on  all  property  tax  bills  with  certain  exemptions.  CPA 
funds  collected  under  the  surcharge  must  be  expended  for  allowed  purposes 
under  the  Act.  Generally  the  allowed  uses  are  the  acquisition,  preservation, 
restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical  purposes,  land  for  recreation¬ 
al  purposes  and  community  housing.  CPA  funds  may  not  be  used  to  pay  nor¬ 
mal  Town  operating  expenses  or  for  any  purposes  not  allowed  under  the  Act. 

Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  (the  Committee  or 
CPC)  has  been  established  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of  the  CPA 
funds.  The  nine-member  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  is 
made  up  of  four  at-large  members  and  five  Town  board  members  (Planning 
Board,  Conservation  Commission,  Housing  Authority,  Recreation  Committee 
and  Historical  Society). 

Since  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2003  the  voters  have  approved 
numerous  items  recommended  by  the  Committee.  Most  recently,  in  the  cate¬ 
gory  of  Open  Space  and  Recreation,  funds  were  approved  for  the  first  phase 
of  the  Driftway  Coastal  Access  Plan.  The  walking/bike  path  from  the  train 
station  to  Old  Driftway  has  been  completed  and  is  being  enjoyed  by  many 
Scituate  residents.  Additionally  in  the  category  of  recreation,  funds  were 
approved  for  creation  of  a  new  athletic  field  at  Hatherly  School.  In  the  his¬ 
torical  category,  funds  were  approved  for  renovations  to  the  Little  Red  School 
House,  restoration  of  two  historical  pieces  of  literature,  a  historical  survey  of 
the  Town,  and  the  first  phase  of  restoring  the  Town’s  archives.  Additional 
CPA  funds  were  also  set  aside  for  future  open  space  acquisitions  and  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  community  housing. 

To  date,  the  Town  has  received  100%  matching  funds  from  the  State.  As 
a  community  adopting  the  maximum  three  percent  surcharge,  the  Town  of 
Scituate  receives  the  maximum  amount  that  can  be  recovered  from  the  State 
in  the  form  of  matching  funds.  The  Town  has  received  more  than  $3.67  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  in  matching  funds  from  the  State  to  date.  Towns  adopting  lesser 
surcharge  rates  do  not  qualify  for  participation  in  all  rounds  allocating  match¬ 
ing  funds  from  the  State,  and  will  likely  not  receive  funding  equal  to  the  level 
of  the  matching  funds  provided  to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

The  Committee  must  make  recommendations  for  expenditure  of  CPA 
funds  to  Town  Meeting  for  approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  CPA-fund¬ 
ed  Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  CPA  initiatives  require  a  positive  rec¬ 
ommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a  favorable  vote  of  Town 
Meeting. 
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The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Town  Accountant  Mary  Gallagher  for  all 
her  patience  and  help  in  implementing  and  managing  CPA  funds.  Special 
thanks  is  extended  to  all  those  who  have  served  the  Committee  over  the  years. 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  completing  its  task  in  the  upcoming 
year.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  natural  environment  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive  wet¬ 
land  resources  including  our  watersheds,  open  space  and  recreational  lands, 
plant  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  also  makes  recommendations 
regarding  the  purchase  and/or  the  protection  of  properties  whose  ownership 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate’s  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  it  also  works  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Coastal  Zone  Management,  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management 
Agency,  and  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers.  The  Agent,  Vincent 
Kalishes,  also  is  responsible  for  the  Community  Rating  System,  which 
reduces  the  cost  of  flood  insurance  for  the  residences  of  Scituate  in  flood 
zones. 

During  2007,  the  Commission  held  approximately  78  public  hearings  on 
Notice  of  Intents  (projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission)  and  37  Requests  for  Determinations  of  Applicability  (requests 
seeking  decisions  as  to  whether  a  proposed  project  comes  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Commission). 

In  addition  to  their  regulatory  responsibilities,  the  Commissioners 
attended  a  number  of  workshops  throughout  the  year,  dealing  with  topics 
ranging  from  coastline  erosion,  stream  crossing,  and  open  space  acquisition 
and  protection. 

For  many  years  the  Commission  has  had  the  pleasure  of  having  the 
Scituate  Vocational  Life  Skills  Summer  Program  working  on  the  Driftway 
Park  and  the  Ellis  Estate  properties.  These  young  men  are  joined  by  Skip 
Toomey,  Allan  Greenberg,  and  Howard  Matthews  who  oversee  their  efforts 
and  accomplishments.  The  Commission  commends  these  young  men  for  all 
their  hard  work. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  increased  demands 
placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  resources.  Development  is  now  focused  on  mar¬ 
ginal  land  that  has  necessitated  revisions  to  our  local  wetlands  rules  and  reg¬ 
ulations.  These  matters  require  careful  oversight  imposing  increasing 
demands  on  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Beginning  in  June  the  Conservation  Commission  oversaw  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  first  phase  of  the  Driftway  Trail.  The  Commission  had  compiled 
funds  from  several  different  sources  including  Community  Preservation, 
MBTA  mitigation,  MBTA  fines,  and  grant  money.  The  initial  plans  called  for 
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the  trail  to  go  from  the  head  of  the  abandoned  railroad  bed,  across  from  the 
new  commuter  rail  station,  to  the  edge  of  the  open  field  in  Driftway  Park. 
However,  we  were  able,  through  various  decisions  and  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  contractor,  to  extend  the  trail  to  the  intersection  of  Driftway  and  New 
Kent  Street  -  nearly  a  half  mile  further  than  planned.  This  now  makes 
Driftway  Park  accessible  via  sidewalk  to  the  residents  of  Greenbush,  and 
Third  Cliff.  There  already  is  significant  usage  of  the  trail  by  walkers,  joggers, 
cyclists  and  more.  A  project  has  been  proposed  to  Community  Preservation 
for  2008  to  complete  the  connection  to  the  Harbor,  along  New  Kent  Street, 
which  will  make  the  Park  and  Trail  accessible  to  many  more  residents.  The 
project  will  also  begin  the  rehabilitation  of  the  abandoned  railroad  bed  as  a 
trail  extending  over  a  mile  from  the  Driftway  across  the  salt  marsh  to  the  edge 
of  the  North  River. 

The  Conservation  Commissioners,  and  their  staff  are  specifically  respon¬ 
sible  for  dealing  with  conservation  matters,  but  they  depend  upon  citizens  of 
the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the  Town.  The  Commission 
thanks  its  Associate  Members  and  everyone  else  who  has  helped,  in  the  course 
of  this  past  year,  especially  Allan  Greenberg  for  his  help  with  deed  research, 
negotiations  related  to  land  acquisitions,  and  his  work  on  the  Open  Space 
Plan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  METROPOLITAN  AREA 
PLANNING  COUNCIL 


Created  in  1963,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  (MAPC)  pro¬ 
motes  inter-local  cooperation  and  advocates  for  smart  growth  by  working 
closely  with  cities  and  towns,  state  and  federal  agencies,  non-profit  institu¬ 
tions,  and  community-based  organizations  in  the  101  cities  and  towns  of 
Metropolitan  Boston.  MAPC  strives  to  provide  leadership  on  emerging  issues 
of  regional  significance  by  conducting  research,  building  coalitions,  and  act¬ 
ing  as  a  regional  forum  for  action. 

MAPC  provides  technical  assistance  and  specialized  services  in  land  use 
planning,  water  resources  management,  transportation,  housing,  environmen¬ 
tal  protection,  economic  development,  public  safety,  geographic  information 
systems  (GIS),  collective  purchasing,  data  analysis  and  research,  legislative 
and  regulatory  policy,  and  the  facilitation  and  support  of  inter-local  partner¬ 
ships.  More  information  is  available  at  www.mapc.org. 

MAPC  is  governed  by  101  municipal  government  appointees,  21  guber¬ 
natorial  appointees,  and  13  appointees  of  state  and  City  of  Boston  agencies. 
An  Executive  Committee  comprising  25  elected  members  oversees  agency 
operations.  The  agency  employs  approximately  40  professional  staff  under  the 
leadership  of  an  executive  director.  Funding  for  MAPC  activities  is  derived 
from  governmental  contracts  and  foundation  grants,  and  a  per-capita  assess¬ 
ment  on  member  municipalities. 

To  better  serve  the  people  who  live  and  work  in  Metro  Boston,  MAPC  has 
divided  the  region  into  eight  subregions.  Each  subregion  is  overseen  by  a 
council  of  local  leaders  and  stakeholders,  and  a  staff  coordinator  provides 
organizational  and  technical  staff  support. 

Advancing  Smart  Growth 

MAPC’s  MetroFuture:  Making  a  Greater  Boston  Region  initiative  is 
planning  for  Metro  Boston’s  growth  and  development  through  2030.  In  2007, 
the  project  involved  nearly  1,000  people  (on  top  of  the  4,000  who  participated 
in  previous  years).  MAPC  presented  the  MetroFuture  plan  at  a  May  1  Boston 
College  Citizen  Seminar,  where  participants  overwhelmingly  voted  to  ratify  it 
and  work  for  its  implementation.  MAPC  is  now  developing  an  implementation 
strategy,  addressing  public  policy,  public  funding  priorities,  and  changes  in 
practice  within  the  private  sector.  By  mid-2008,  MetroFuture  will  transition 
from  a  planning  initiative  to  an  advocacy  program,  uniting  the  efforts  of 
MAPC,  partner  organizations,  and  the  thousands  of  “plan-builders”  in  an  effort 
to  alter  regional  priorities  and  growth  patterns  consistent  with  the  new  plan. 

As  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Smart  Growth  Alliance,  MAPC 
helped  form  the  Transportation  Investment  Coalition.  This  group  of  business, 
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environmental,  public  interest,  and  planning  organizations  is  pressing  for  sav¬ 
ings,  efficiencies,  and  new  revenues  to  address  the  state  transportation  finance 
deficit.  The  Alliance  joined  with  others  to  advocate  successfully  for  an  increase 
in  the  Commonwealth's  Bond  Cap,  increasing  the  resources  available  to 
address  the  state’s  capital  needs.  Through  the  Alliance,  MAPC  is  also  working 
to  reform  the  state’s  arcane  zoning  laws  through  a  new  and  diverse  commis¬ 
sion,  chaired  by  Undersecretary  for  Economic  Development  Gregory  Bialecki. 

MAPC  provides  planning  assistance  and  expertise  to  communities  on  a 
wide  range  of  issues,  helping  them  envision  the  future  and  evaluate  alterna¬ 
tives  within  a  smart-growth  framework.  Residents  of  Malden  are  taking  a 
long-range  look  at  their  city  through  the  Malden  Vision  Project,  which 
kicked  off  last  year  with  a  city-wide  visioning  workshop  attended  by  250  par¬ 
ticipants.  MAPC  helped  the  town  of  Arlington  deal  with  housing  and  eco¬ 
nomic  development  issues  with  a  visioning  workshop  and  resident  survey, 
and  helped  develop  new  bylaws  and  other  strategies.  MAPC  also  assisted 
Walpole  and  Norfolk  in  developing  and  analyzing  alternative  growth  sce¬ 
narios  along  a  shared  stretch  of  Route  1  A. 

Working  with  the  495/Metro  West  Corridor  Partnership,  MAPC  produced 
a  WaterSmart  Indicators  report  that  details  trends  in  water  supply,  waste- 
water,  and  stormwater  for  each  city  and  town  in  the  study  area.  MAPC  also 
completed  water  resource  strategies  for  three  towns  in  the  Assabet 
Watershed  to  evaluate  the  environmental  impacts  of  alternative  growth  pat¬ 
terns,  relying  in  part  on  hydrologic  modeling  conducted  by  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey. 

Collaboration  for  Excellence  in  Local  Government 

Through  its  Metro  Mayors  Coalition,  MAPC  helped  21  communities 
secure  over  $2  million  in  Shannon  Grant  funding  over  the  past  two  years  to 
implement  multi-jurisdictional,  multi-disciplinary  strategies  to  combat  youth 
violence,  gang  violence,  and  substance  abuse.  In  2007,  Gov.  Deval  Patrick  and 
more  than  240  mayors,  police  chiefs,  safety  officials  and  violence  prevention 
workers  participated  in  the  coalition’s  third  annual  Community  Safety 
Summit  to  advance  strategies  to  curb  youth  violence.  Through  its  newly  cre¬ 
ated  North  Shore  Coalition,  MAPC  is  facilitating  discussions  to  develop  a 
regional,  comprehensive  mutual  aid  system. 

Cities  and  towns  now  have  the  option  of  joining  the  Massachusetts  Group 
Insurance  Commission  (GIC)  with  a  new  law  drafted  by  MAPC  and  the 
Municipal  Health  Insurance  Working  Group.  This  option  will  help  com¬ 
munities  save  millions  of  dollars  each  year  by  taking  advantage  of  lower 
insurance  rates  available  through  the  GIC.  MAPC  facilitated  the  Working 
Group  and  helped  to  build  consensus  for  the  proposal.  We  are  now  providing 
technical  support  to  cities,  towns,  and  regional  entities  who  are  interested  in 
joining  the  GIC. 
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MAPC  has  convened  Boston,  Chelsea,  Everett,  Malden,  Medford  and 
Somerville  to  develop  a  shared  strategy  for  the  Mystic  River  corridor.  The 
river,  which  runs  through  dense  urban  communities,  has  long  been  an  under¬ 
utilized  asset.  The  communities  will  develop  a  comprehensive  picture  of 
activities  along  the  river  and  will  seek  to  build  a  shared  strategy  for  future 
development  and  use  of  the  waterway. 

MAPC  collaborated  with  the  Commonwealth’s  12  other  regional  plan¬ 
ning  agencies,  municipal  officials  and  other  local  leaders  to  help  produce  “A 
Best  Practices  Model  for  Streamlined  Local  Permitting.”  The  result  of 
dozens  of  focus  groups  and  a  statewide  permitting  survey,  the  document  pro¬ 
vides  an  array  of  recommendations  that  municipalities  can  consider  to  create 
a  more  clear,  efficient  and  predictable  permitting  process  without  compro¬ 
mising  local  standards  of  development  review.  The  guide  is  available  at 
www.mass.gov/mpro. 

Collaboration  for  Public  Safety 

MAPC  performs  fiduciary,  planning,  and  project  management  duties  for 
the  Northeast  Homeland  Security  Regional  Advisory  Council  (NERAC),  a 
network  of  85  cities  and  towns  north  and  west  of  Boston.  In  2007,  MAPC 
helped  to  develop  the  School  Threat  Assessment  Response  System  (STARS),  an 
emergency  planning  toolkit  for  each  school  district  in  the  region.  With  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  MAPC,  NERAC  provided  portable  radios  programmed  for  the  Boston 
Area  Police  Emergency  Radio  Network,  enabling  real-time  radio  communica¬ 
tions  among  police,  fire,  and  other  first  responders  during  major  emergencies. 
In  the  past  year,  NERAC  established  an  online  information  clearinghouse  for 
police  and  fire  departments,  and  began  planning  for  emergency  evacuations 
from  a  regional  perspective.  MAPC  also  helped  NERAC  to  set  up  three  region¬ 
al  crime  mapping  centers  that  use  GIS  to  visualize  crime  data  through  maps. 

MAPC  completed  Pre-Disaster  Mitigation  (PDM)  plans  for  nine  com¬ 
munities  in  2007,  on  top  of  the  20  completed  in  recent  years.  Each  plan 
includes  an  inventory  of  critical  facilities  and  infrastructure,  a  vulnerability 
analysis,  and  a  mitigation  strategy  with  recommended  actions.  MAPC  will 
continue  working  with  46  cities  and  towns  in  2008. 

Collaboration  for  Municipal  Savings 

MAPC’s  Regional  Purchasing  Consortia  administered  six  procure¬ 
ments  for  42  cities  and  towns,  saving  communities  up  to  20%  on  purchases 
such  as  office  supplies,  paving  services,  and  road  maintenance.  Similar  sav¬ 
ings  were  realized  by  the  300  agencies  that  participate  in  the  Greater  Boston 
Police  Council  (GBPC),  which  is  administered  by  MAPC.  In  fiscal  year 
2007,  MAPC  conducted  seven  procurements  for  various  types  of  vehicles, 
including  police  cruisers  and  heavy-duty  trucks.  Overall,  187  municipalities 
purchased  329  vehicles  at  an  estimated  cost  of  over  $20  million. 
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Reliable  Data,  Available  to  All 

Since  its  official  launch  in  February,  MAPC’s  MetroBoston  Data 
Common  online  data  and  mapping  tool  has  been  used  by  dozens  of  con¬ 
stituents  to  create  customized  maps  for  developing  grant  applications,  analyz¬ 
ing  development  proposals,  or  improving  services.  You  can  create  maps, 
charts,  and  graphs  on  the  Data  Common  by  accessing 
www.metrobostondatacommon.org.  In  addition  to  supporting  this  online  tool, 
the  Metro  Data  Center  at  MAPC  responds  to  data  requests  from  member 
communities,  non-profit  organizations,  businesses,  residents,  students  and 
other  state  agencies. 

In  the  past  year,  MAPC  used  visualization  tools  that  combine  GIS  tech¬ 
nology,  photography  and  graphic  design  to  help  increase  community  aware¬ 
ness  about  proposed  zoning  bylaws  in  Bellingham  and  Dedham,  and  to  illus¬ 
trate  what  different  parts  of  the  region  would  look  like  under  MetroFuture. 

Charting  a  Course  to  Regional  Prosperity 

MAPC  developed  its  annual  Comprehensive  Economic  Development 
Strategy  (CEDS)  for  the  region,  in  partnership  with  the  US  Economic 
Development  Administration.  The  report  contains  an  analysis  of  trends  and 
conditions  in  the  regional  economy,  highlighting  challenges  and  opportuni¬ 
ties.  The  economic  analysis  in  the  CEDS  is  targeted  to  front-line  economic 
development  staff  working  in  the  public  and  community-based  sectors. 

Working  for  12  contiguous  urban  communities  in  the  Metro  Mayors 
Coalition,  MAPC  is  developing  an  inventory  of  potential  development  sites 
near  municipal  boundaries  to  support  coordinated  planning.  MAPC  also 
developed  the  Smart  Workplace  Project,  a  GIS  map  of  smart-growth  friend¬ 
ly  sites  for  commercial  and  industrial  development  throughout  the  region.  In 
collaboration  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston,  MAPC  is  taking  a 
regional  look  at  the  space  needs  of  the  life  sciences  industry. 

Working  with  the  Immigrant  Learning  Center  and  the  Commonwealth 
Corporation,  MAPC  convened  academic,  institutional  and  non-profit 
researchers  to  develop  an  immigration  research  agenda. 

Getting  Around  the  Region 

MAPC  produced  a  Regional  Bicycle  Plan,  assessing  current  conditions 
and  identifying  the  improvements  necessary  to  create  a  more  comprehensive 
regional  bicycle  transportation  system.  The  plan  establishes  updated  goals 
based  on  previous  plans,  and  identifies  key  strategies  and  priority  projects. 

Under  its  new  Regional  Bike  Parking  Program,  MAPC  negotiated  dis¬ 
count  group  purchasing  contracts  with  three  leading  vendors  of  bicycle  park¬ 
ing  equipment.  This  allows  MAPC  municipalities  and  other  public  entities  to 
purchase  discounted  equipment  and,  in  some  cases,  to  receive  state  or  federal 
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reimbursement  for  the  cost.  Communities  around  the  region  have  used  the 
program  to  put  new  racks  at  schools,  libraries,  parks,  and  shopping  areas.  The 
program  will  continue  in  2008. 

In  2007  MAPC  also  began  work  on  the  Regional  Pedestrian  Plan.  This 
plan  will  identify  policies  to  make  walking  a  convenient,  safe,  and  practical 
form  of  transportation  throughout  the  region.  Proposed  solutions  will  include 
best  practices  for  local  jurisdictions  as  well  as  steps  that  could  be  taken  by  the 
state  or  by  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization. 

MAPC  has  developed  a  web-based  Parking  Toolkit  that  addresses  com¬ 
mon  parking  issues.  Cities  and  towns  can  learn  how  to  do  a  parking  study,  how 
to  reduce  parking  demand  and  manage  supply,  how  to  make  use  of  existing 
parking,  and  how  to  finance  parking  improvements.  The  Parking  Toolkit  is  the 
first  in  a  series  of  Sustainable  Transportation  Toolkit  products  that  MAPC  will 
develop  over  the  coming  years.  Visit  http://transtoolkit.mapc.org  to  access 
these  tools. 

Large  portions  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Route  2A  from  Arlington  to 
Concord  are  now  a  Massachusetts  Scenic  Byway,  due  to  the  efforts  of  MAPC,  the 
Minuteman  National  Historic  Park,  and  the  towns  of  Arlington,  Lexington, 
Lincoln,  and  Concord.  MAPC  is  now  preparing  a  Scenic  Byway  Corridor 
Management  Plan,  the  first  step  in  protecting  the  historic,  scenic,  and  cultural  qual¬ 
ities  of  the  byway. 

In  2007,  MAPC  worked  with  developers  and  communities  to  evaluate  the 
transportation  impacts  of  dozens  of  projects,  including  the  South  Weymouth 
Naval  Air  Station  redevelopment  (SouthField),  Westwood  Station,  and 
Harvard  University’s  new  Allston  campus. 

On  Beacon  Hill 

•  Municipal  Health  Insurance: 

MAPC  and  the  Municipal  Health  Insurance  Working  Group  built  con¬ 
sensus  and  drafted  the  new  law  allowing  cities  and  towns  to  save  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  each  year  by  joining  the  Group  Insurance  Commission. 

•  Shannon  Community  Safety  Initiative: 

Over  the  last  two  years,  MAPC’s  advocacy  and  grant  development  ser¬ 
vices  have  helped  nearly  two  dozen  communities  to  secure  over  $2  mil¬ 
lion  in  funding  for  interdisciplinary  programs  that  focus  on  youth  vio¬ 
lence,  drugs,  and  enforcement  against  gangs. 

•  Statewide  Population  Estimates  Program: 

A  $600,000  line  item  in  the  2008  budget  will  provide  the  State 
Estimates  Program  with  more  resources  to  prepare  for  the  2010  Census. 
This  program  will  help  correct  the  deficiencies  of  recent  population 
estimates  and  to  prevent  similar  deficiencies  from  occurring  in  2010. 
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•  Surplus  Land: 

MAPC  continues  to  advocate  for  passage  of  a  new  policy  on  the  dispo¬ 
sition  of  surplus  state  land.  Specifically,  we  continue  to  build  support 
for  our  proposal  that  encourages  smart  growth  development  on  surplus 
land  while  giving  municipalities  a  meaningful  role  throughout  the  dis¬ 
position  process. 

•  Community  Preservation  Act: 

In  2007,  the  Metropolitan  Mayors  Coalition  and  Community 
Preservation  Coalition  reached  consensus  around  legislation  to  help 
more  communities  participate  in  the  Community  Preservation  Act 
(CPA).  The  legislation,  filed  by  Senator  Cynthia  Creem  (D-Newton), 
would  also  secure  adequate  funding  over  the  long  term  for  the  state’s 
CPA  matching  fund. 

•  Zoning  Reform: 

The  new  zoning  reform  commission,  initiated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Smart  Growth  Alliance  and  chaired  by  Undersecretary  for  Economic 
Development  Greg  Bialecki,  is  now  working  to  draft  legislation  dealing 
with  such  matters  as  “approval  not  required,”  grandfathering,  consis¬ 
tency  between  master  plans  and  zoning,  and  incentives  to  expand  hous¬ 
ing  production. 

South  Shore  Coalition 

In  2007,  the  South  Shore  Coalition  (SSC),  one  of  the  eight  subregions  of 
MAPC,  met  on  a  monthly  basis  to  discuss  issues  of  mutual  interest  and  to 
learn  about  MAPC  activities  and  products.  The  SSC  includes  municipal  rep¬ 
resentatives  from  the  following  communities:  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury, 
Hanover,  Hingham,  Holbrook,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Pembroke, 
Rockland,  Scituate  and  Weymouth. 

During  2007,  SSC  meetings  addressed  the  following  regional  transporta¬ 
tion  issues,  through  presentations  or  discussions:  subregional  representation 
in  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization,  the  Unified  Planning  Work 
Program,  Transportation  Improvement  Program  priorities,  suburban  mobility 
funding  opportunities  and  bicycle  and  pedestrian  mobility  in  town  centers. 
Meeting  topics  also  included  stormwater  control  bylaws,  Chapter  43D  expe¬ 
dited  permitting,  the  Massachusetts  Oceans  Act,  the  MetroBoston 
DataCommon  and  municipal  energy  -  renewable  power  and  energy  efficien¬ 
cy.  The  SSC  participants  were  also  involved  with  giving  continuing  feedback 
to  MAPC  on  MetroFuture,  the  regional  plan  for  the  greater  Boston  region.

PLANNING  BOARD 


2007  was  a  very  productive  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  Twenty-eight 
meetings  were  held.  The  Board  reviewed  22  Approval  Not  Required  Plans,  6 
Site  Plan  Waivers,  3  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review  applications,  2  Site  Plan 
Administrative  Review/Common  Driveway  applications,  2  Scenic  Road 
applications,  1 1  various  Special  Permit  applications  (including  7  Accessory 
Dwelling  Special  Permits,  1  Site  Plan  Special  Permit,  1  Flexible  Open  Space 
Development  Special  Permit,  2  Flood  Plain  Special  Permits).  The  Board 
reviewed  5  Preliminary  Subdivision  plans  and  had  19  discussions  with  devel¬ 
opers  regarding  subdivision  surety.  Eleven  informal  discussions  were  held, 
including  eight  for  input  on  proposed  developments  and  three  to  address  com¬ 
pletion  of  improvements. 

The  Site  Plan  Special  Permit  was  for  a  mixed  use  proposal,  the  Conway 
Building,  which  would  replace  existing  retail  space  with  a  three-story  build¬ 
ing  with  combined  office  and  retail  use.  A  Special  Permit  was  filed  for  Mixed 
Use  in  the  new  Village  Business  Overlay  District  at  6  Old  Country  Way  with 
2,000  sq.  ft.  of  retail  space  and  8  rental  apartments. 

The  Planning  Board  began  the  creation  of  a  Housing  Production  Plan 
with  assistance  from  consultant  Karen  Sunnarborg.  The  first  phase  of  the  plan 
was  completed  and  the  Board  is  currently  preparing  for  Phases  2  and  3. 

The  Planning  Board  worked  with  an  interested  group  of  Humarock  resi¬ 
dents  to  develop  zoning  to  address  mixed-use  and  multi-family  development 
in  the  Business  District.  Larry  Koff  and  Larry  Bluestone  were  hired  to  facil¬ 
itate  public  input  and  work  on  language  for  new  zoning.  In  August,  they  led 
a  walk  through  the  Humarock  Business  District,  followed  by  a  well-attended 
discussion  at  the  South  Humarock  Civic  Association.  Zoning  was  developed 
to  allow  multi-family  development  at  a  limited  density,  with  requirements  for 
natural  landscaping,  affordability,  nitrogen  treatment  for  septic  systems,  and 
amenities  such  as  public  access. 

In  June,  Eric  Kluz,  AIA,  replaced  Keith  Sportack  on  the  Design  Review 
Committee.  The  Committee  provided  input  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  on  many  proposals,  including  the  Herring  Brook  Meadow 
and  Residences  at  Pier  44  Comprehensive  Permits,  the  Conway  Building,  and 
other  development  in  the  Business  District. 

The  Planning  Department  continued  to  support  the  Streetscape  Project 
Team’s  work  in  Greenbush  and  North  Scituate.  A  Transit  Oriented 
Development  (TOD)  grant  obtained  in  2007  added  $497,338  to  the  town’s 
$2,500,000  in  MBTA  Mitigation  moneys  for  streetscape  improvements.  The 
North  Scituate  part  of  this  project  was  largely  completed  by  year-end,  while 
the  Greenbush  portion  was  in  the  final  planning  stage  with  bid  documents 
expected  to  be  prepared  and  bid  by  spring. 
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The  Planning  Department  obtained  several  additional  grants  for  the  town 
to  help  homeowners  elevate  homes  in  the  flood  plain.  These  included 
$441,417  from  the  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  program,  and  $607,500  from  the 
Flood  Mitigation  Assistance  Program.  These  funds  were  administered  with  a 
grants  committee,  following  guidelines  required  by  FEMA.  During  2007,  the 
Planning  Department  also  administered  a  grant  of  $436,500  received  in  2006 
which  homeowners  selected  by  the  committee  are  using  to  elevate  their  homes 
or  utilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 


The  role  of  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  is  to  deliver 
research-based  information  to  Plymouth  County  residents  through  non-formal 
methods.  The  Plymouth  County  Extension  staff  work  in  concert  with  UMass 
Amherst  Faculty  and  Extension  staff  on  behalf  of  Plymouth  County  residents, 
UMass  Extension  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  provide 
valuable  information  in  Extension’s  four  major  program  areas:  Agriculture 
and  Landscape;  4-H  Youth  and  Family  Development;  Nutrition  Education; 
and  Natural  Resources  &  Environmental  Conservation.  The  Extension  System 
is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal 
and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the  Plymouth 
County  Commissioners,  serve  as  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension 
Trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with 
Extension  staff  on  developing  programs. 

Cooperative  Extension  resources  and  programs  for  Plymouth  County  res¬ 
idents  include:  sustainable  garden  lectures,  fruit  pruning  demonstrations; 
research,  information  and  educational  programs  on  pests  like  the  winter  moth 
caterpillar;  pesticide  applicator  training  &  licensing  exams;  the  annual  UMass 
Extension  Garden  Calendar;  landscape  and  horticultural  training  and 
resources  for  municipal  employees  and  green  industry  professionals;  4-H 
Science  and  Technology  workshops;  accredited  overnight  4-H  summer 
camps;  4-H  animal  science  summer  day  workshops;  4-H  Life  Skills  Training. 
New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared 
with  residents  and  communities  through  workshops,  conferences,  field 
demonstrations,  radio  and  television,  local  libraries,  technical  assistance,  and 
newspaper  articles.  Publications  such  as  newsletters,  booklets,  and  fact  sheets 
bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need  it.  Additional  information  is 
delivered  through  office  visits,  phone  calls,  and  UMass-Amherst  Extension 
web  access  www.umassextension.org  .

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TOWN  ARCHIVES 


The  Town  Archives  continue  to  be  a  very  busy  place,  volunteers  are  work¬ 
ing  three  days  per  week,  and  visitors  appear  every  Wednesday  looking  for  a 
variety  of  documents,  maps,  and  photographs.  We  receive  numerous  tele¬ 
phone,  fax,  U.  S.  mail,  and  e-mail  requests,  as  well. 

The  year  2007  was  especially  important,  as  Town  Records  were  eligible 
for  Community  Preservation  Funding  for  the  first  time. 
We  were  both  fortunate  and  grateful  to  receive  an  initial  grant  for  $40,000. 

As  soon  as  the  funds  became  available,  Millie  O’Connell,  a  preservation 
specialist,  spent  a  day  at  the  Archives  and  provided  us  with  a  forty-page  report 
of  suggestions  and  recommendations.  This  proved  to  be  good  timing  as  the 
Town  Hall  had  a  flood  from  a  broken  pipe  shortly  thereafter,  which  could  have 
had  disastrous  results,  without  the  quick  thinking  of  many  including  Bernice 
Brown,  Town  Clerk. 

Acting  on  Ms.  O’Connell  suggestions,  we  have  begun  the  process  of 
scanning  and  putting  in  disc  format  the  80,000  WPA  card  file.  This  was  the 
only  extant  copy  of  years  of  researching  and  indexing  the  Town  Records  to 
1938.  Also,  twenty  volumes  of  land  records,  deemed  to  be  of  stable  paper, 
have  been  sent  to  Acme  Book  Binding  for  rebinding.  The  previous  actions 
were  a  direct  result  of  the  preservation  specialist  suggestions,  and  have  saved 
the  town  thousand  of  dollars. 

These  projects  and  several  others  will  continue  in  future  years  as  monies 
are  available. 

Once  again,  we  suggest  you  stop  by  for  a  visit  and  see  what  historic  doc¬ 
uments  the  Town  of  Scituate  is  fortunate  to  hold.  We  are  open  Wednesdays 
from  10:00  to  4:00.

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CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  is  made  up  of  five  citizens  appointed  by 
the  Town  Moderator,  one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  School  Committee. 
The  Town  Administrator  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee.  There  is  also 
a  non-voting  member  representing  the  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Capital  Plan  includes  items  that  exceed  $25,000  and  have  a  useful 
life  of  at  least  five  years.  The  Capital  Planning  Committee  works  closely  with 
the  Financial  Forecasting  Committee  to  monitor  the  effect  any  capital  expen¬ 
ditures  would  have  on  the  overall  Town  operating  budget  for  FY2009  and 
beyond.  It  became  apparent  that  there  was  a  limited  amount  of  funding  avail¬ 
able  for  capital  projects  this  year. 


For  the  March  29,  2008  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  has  limited  its  recommendations  to  projects  where  either  there  is 
dire  need,  or  there  is  State  funding  to  be  collected  to  cover  the  costs,  or  there 
are  revenues  produced  by  the  associated  enterprise  fund. 


The  only  projects  being  endorsed  by  Capital  Planning  for  FY2009  are: 

-  $425,000  for  ongoing  road  repairs  and  improvements;  under  Chapter 
90,  the  Town  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  State. 

-  $117,000  would  be  withdrawn  from  the  Stabilization  Fund  and  com¬ 
bined  with  $90,000  of  funding  left  from  an  article  approved  at  the 
March  3,  2007  ATM  (for  a  library  facilities  improvement  study),  to  pay 
for  a  $206,803  upgrade  of  the  FIVAC  system  at  the  library. 

-  $1,200,000  to  clean/line  or  replace  three  water  lines  and  replace  a  car¬ 
bon  filter,  funded  by  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund. 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  and  the  Town  would  like  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  and  thank  Constantine  Constantinides,  Paul  Reidy,  and  Paul  Lemieux  for 
their  service  on  the  Capital  Planning  Committee.

service  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.  In  order  to  fulfill  this  mission  the  Fire 
Department  is  continuing  to  recruit  and  train  individuals  who  are  certified  as 
EMT- Paramedics. 

This  year  has  seen  the  retirement  of  Chief  Edward  Hurley.  Chief  Hurley 
served  the  Scituate  Fire  Department  and  the  entire  Town  of  Scituate  for  almost 
30  years;  the  last  seven  years  as  Chief.

The  Harbormaster  is  the  managing  authority  over  Scituate  Waterways. 
He  manages  fourteen  seasonal  assistants  who  conduct  patrols,  search  and  res¬ 
cue  missions,  and  enforce  MGL  Chapter  90B  and  local  ordinances. 

The  Harbormaster  has  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  operation,  plan¬ 
ning  and  administration  of  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund.  He  provides  fis¬ 
cal  and  operational  management  of  the  municipal  marinas  and  the  allocation 
of  moorings,  which  include  policies  and  procedures  and  management  respon¬ 
sibility  for  revenue  collection  to  include  mooring  fees,  slip  fees,  dinghy  fees, 
Chapter  10A  permits,  commercial  and  transient  tie-up  fees. 

He  oversees  the  management  and  regulation  of  over  600  moorings,  two 
municipal  marinas  and  a  commercial  Town  Pier  within  the  boundaries  of 
Scituate  Harbor  and  the  North  and  South  Rivers. 

2007  began  on  a  somber  note  when  in  February,  former  Harbormaster 
Frank  C.  Regan  passed  away  after  a  long  and  difficult  illness.  Frank  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  all  of  us  whose  lives  were  made  richer  for  having  known 
and  worked  with  him. 

In  November,  Ed  Gibbons  was  appointed  full-time  Assistant 
Harbormaster.  Bringing  over  fifteen  years  of  seasonal  experience  with  the 
Harbormaster’s  Office,  we  look  forward  to  the  positive  addition  he  will  make 
to  the  Harbor  and  its  patrons. 

Scituate  Harbor  continues  to  be  an  increasingly  active  harbor  and  the 
focus  in  2007  was  balancing  this  growth  with  environmental  responsibilities. 
Scituate  joined  Marshfield  and  Cohasset  in  pursuing  its  No  Discharge  Zone 
designation.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


The  North  River  clam  flats  have  continued  to  be  productive  in  the  winter 
and  spring  months.  The  State  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  has  once  again 
extended  the  clamming  season  in  the  North  River  through  the  month  of  June. 
There  is  no  clamming  allowed  in  the  North  River  from  July  through 
December.  The  State  has  only  opened  these  beds  on  a  conditional  basis,  based 
upon  historic  pollution  levels  in  the  river.  Whenever  there  is  a  large  rainfall 
event,  the  North  River  flats  are  usually  affected  by  the  lowered  salinity  and 
increased  fecal  coliform  counts  that  accompany  the  large  rainfall  events. 
Clammers  in  the  winter  and  spring  months  should  be  wary  of  closures  after 
such  events.  These  closures  will  be  posted  at  Conservation  Park  on  the 
Driftway  and  on  the  Town's  internet  site. 

A  reminder  that  clamming  licenses  are  only  available  at  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office.

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SCITUATE  WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  usually  meets  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
each  month,  in  collaboration  with  the  Harbormaster,  to  discuss  initiatives  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  improve  our  waterways 
and  consider  waterways-related  concerns.  We  focus  on  the  needs  of  our  com¬ 
mercial  fleet,  recreational  boaters,  sportsmen,  and  everyone  who  takes  advan¬ 
tage  of  our  natural  waterways  resources.  The  following  are  the  key  opportu¬ 
nities  we  have  addressed  this  year: 

•  Design,  permitting,  and  implementation  of  improvements  at  the 
Scituate  Marine  Park. 

•  Finalized  plans  for  formal  designation  of  No  Discharge  Zone,  by 
the  EPA,  for  all  Scituate  coastal  waterways. 

•  Worked  with  the  Harbormaster  on  grant  opportunities  for  harbor 
infrastructure  improvements,  resulting  in  two  grants  being 
awarded  by  the  Seaport  Advisory  Council  for  $255,000. 

•  Finalized  plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Jericho  boat  launch¬ 
ing  ramp  in  anticipation  of  forthcoming  state  funding. 

•  Reviewed  dock,  marina,  and  mooring  requests  in  the  South 
River. 

•  Continue  to  act  as  a  sounding  board  to  residents  regarding  their 
issues  and  concerns  as  they  relate  to  Scituate  waterways. 

•  Have  further  raised  the  visibility  of  Scituate  Harbor  on  the  state 
and  regional  level  while  developing  a  coordinated  Harbor 
Management  Plan  as  a  means  of  qualifying  for  appropriate  state 
and  regional  funding. 

We  look  forward  to  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  ongoing 
waterway  opportunities  and  issues.  As  always,  we  welcome  your  participation 
at  our  monthly  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2007 . 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislat  ure  in  1957,  and  is 
now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of 
Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem, 
and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  tr  ained  employees, 
and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of 
responsibility. 

The  2007  season  began  with  a  normal  water  table  which  decreased  into  the 
summer  season.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood. 
Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective 
bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra  -low  volume 
adulticiding  began  on  May  21,  2007  and  ended  on  September  28,  2007.  The  Project 
responded  to  12,191  requests  for  service  from  residents. 

In  response  to  the  continued  threat  of  mosquito  borne  diseases  in  the  district,  we 
increased  our  surveillance  trapping,  aerial  and  ground  larviciding,  and  adult  spra  y  in 
areas  of  concern  to  protect  public  health. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird 
biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  in  Plympton  (2  pools) 
on  August  7,  2007.  Of  the  season’s  total  of  thirty  one  EEE  isolates,  nineteen  were  from 
Plymouth  County  as  follows:  Halifax-8/13,  8/16(2),  8/27,  8/30,  9/26,  Hanson  -  9/5, 
Kingston  -  8/13,  8/16(2),  8/27,  9/26,  10/5,  Plympton  -8/7(2),  Rockland  -  9/26,  West 
Bridgewater  -  8/14(2),  8/22. 

Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  “Vector  Control  Plan  to  Prevent  EEE”  in 
Massachusetts,  nineteen  Plymouth  County  towns  were  elevated  from  moderate  to  “High 
Level  of  EEE  Risk”  effective  August  20,  2007.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  2007 
there  were  no  human  or  horse  EEE  cases  in  Plymouth  County. 

West  Nile  Virus  was  also  found  within  the  district.  A  total  of  ten  birds  tested 
positive  for  WNV  in  the  following  seven  towns:  Bridgewater  (3),  Duxbury  (1),  East 
Bridgewater  ( 1 ),  Halifax  (1),  Hanson  (1),  Lakeville  (1)  and  Middleboro  (2). 
Approximately  thirty  birds  were  handled  through  this  Project  as  a  dead  bird  repository. 

A  total  of  thirteen  isolations  of  WNV  in  mosquitoes  were  found  in  the  following  towns: 
Abington  -  8/28,  Bridgewater  -  8/27(4),  9/12,  Hanson  -9/5,  Kingston  -  8/30,  Middleboro 
-  8/20  and  Rockland  -9/21. We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  in  2007  that  there  were  no 
human  or  horse  West  Nile  Virus  cases  in  Plymouth  County.  As  part  of  our  West  Nile 
Virus  control  strategy  a  total  of  63,558  catch  basins  were  treated  with  larvicide  in  all  of 
our  towns  to  prevent  WNV. 

The  remaining  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to  ensure  cooperation 
between  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project,  local  Boards  of  Health  and  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  In  an  effort  to  keep  the  public  informed, 
EEE  and  WNV  activity  updates  are  regularly  posted  on  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  website  at  www.state.ma.us/dnh/wnv/wnvl  .htm . 
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The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below. 
While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  3,800  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was 
made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments 
were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

During  the  summer  2,952  catch  basins  were  treated  to  prevent  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  Culex  pipiens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  trans¬ 
mission. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  helicopter  before 
the  leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Scituate  this 
year  we  aerially  larvicided  284  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 

Machine  Reclamation.  3,315  linear  feet  of  salt  marsh  ditch  was  recon¬ 
structed  in  Scituate  using  one  of  the  Project’s  track  driven  excavators. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The 
complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days  with 
more  than  652  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Cs.  melanurci  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  include  Ae.  cinereus  and  Ae.  vexans.

Committee  meetings  are  generally  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  the  month.  Additional  meetings  and  site  visits  are  scheduled 
when  required. 

Part  of  our  work  each  year  is  to  review  new  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Planning  Board  with  regard  to  various  essential  traffic  safety  aspects,  such  as 
projected  impact  on  intersecting  and  neighboring  roads,  insuring  sufficient 
access  and  egress  for  emergency  vehicles,  and  adequacy  of  parking.  The 
Committee  continues  to  make  recommendations  regarding  traffic  impact 
issues  associated  with  the  MBTA  Greenbush  Commuter  Rail  Line. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Police  Department  in  order  to  address  a 
variety  of  traffic  matters  related  to  public  safety.  As  our  Town  continues  to 
grow,  we  receive  more  requests  from  residents  to  review  issues  such  as  traffic 
movement  through  Scituate’s  neighborhoods,  vehicular  speeding,  pedestrian 
safety  and  signage.  The  Committee  appreciates  the  concerns  of  Scituate  res¬ 
idents  for  public  safety.  We  thoroughly  review  each  issue  and  endeavor  in 
every  way  to  find  workable  solutions.  The  Committee  continues  to  work  on 
the  task  of  revising  and  updating  the  Town’s  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations 
Schedules  to  help  meet  the  changing  needs  of  the  Town. 

The  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  would  like  to  thank  Board 
of  Selectmen  Liaison  Paul  Reidy  and  Planning  Board  Liaisons  Mark  Fenton 
and  William  Limbacher  for  their  contributions  to  the  Committee.  The 
Committee  also  extends  its  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police 
Department,  the  Planning  Board,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Scituate  for  their  sup¬ 
port,  guidance,  understanding  and  cooperation  as  we  continue  our  appointed 
work  on  behalf  of  our  community.

The  Department  provides  routine  maintenance  and  servicing  of  the 
Town’s  Infrastructure.  This  includes  maintenance  and  repair  to  the  streets, 
sidewalks,  storm  drainage  systems,  traffic  control  signals  and  signage;  repair 
of  all  Department  vehicles  and  equipment;  maintenance  of  the  Town’s  beach¬ 
es,  athletic  facilities,  cemeterys,  parks,  public  buildings  and  their  abutting 
grounds,  rubbish  removal  for  all  public  facilities;  maintenance  of  the  water 
and  sanitary  sewer  systems  which  include  the  operation  of  two  (2)  treatment 
plants,  six  (6)  water  wells,  a  booster  pump  station,  eight  (8)  sewer  pump  sta¬ 
tions,  a  water  distribution  systems  servicing  approx.  7500  customers,  and 
approx.  38  miles  of  sewer  mains  and  associated  house  laterals;  a  Transfer  sta¬ 
tion  and  recycling  facility  for  the  processing  of  municipal  and  bulky  waste, 
and  yard  and  garden  waste;  snow  and  ice  control  during  the  winter  months; 
and  finally  engineering  assistance  to  the  operating  divisions,  Town  Boards  and 
agencies  and  the  Department’s  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  maintenance  and  service  of  the  Town’s  infra¬ 
structure  the  Department’s  Major  Accomplishments  for  the  year  2007  are: 

•  Completed  Phase  II  of  the  extension  of  the  wastewater  collection 
system  into  the  First  and  Second  Cliff  areas. 
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Initiated  design  and  permitting  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  fore¬ 
shore  protection  structures  in  the  Oceanside  Drive/8th  Avenue  Area. 

Coordinated  with  the  Mass.  Highway  Department  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Julian  Street  Bridge  completed  in  November;  and  the  Sea 
Street  Bridge  expected  to  be  completed  in  December  of  2008. 

Completed  the  flood  hazard  mitigation  project  in  the  Jericho  Road 
area  with  the  installation  of  a  new  outfall  to  Scituate  Harbor. 

Completed  Phase  II  of  the  Stormwater  Management  Plan. 

Completed  Phase  IV  of  the  Department’s  Infiltration  and  Inflow 
Program  for  reducing  extraneous  flow  to  the  sanitary  sewer  system. 

Awarded  the  Contract  for  Construction  of  a  Vehicle  and  Equipment 
Wash  Bay  facility  at  the  Highway  Division  Yard. 

Awarded  the  contract  for  the  Reconstruction  of  the  Tennis  Courts  at 
the  Gates  Intermediate  School. 

Initiated  the  Design  and  permitting  for  several  Low  Impact  Design 
Stormwater  enhancement  projects  in  the  areas  abutting  the  Town’s 
water  supply  facilities. 

In  2007  the  Town  experienced  a  second  consecutive  unusual  “rain” 
year.  Just  as  2006  had  an  unusually  high  rainfall,  2007  had  unusual¬ 
ly  low  rainfall.  Rainfall  for  2007  was  less  than  42  inches,  17  inches 
less  than  2006  and  9  inches  below  average. 
This  deficiency  of  precipitation  was  most  noticeable  because  it 
occurred  within  a  100-day  period  when  the  water  needs  are  at  their 
greatest.  The  summer  months  were  so  dry  that  an  additional  40  mil¬ 
lion  gallons  was  used  for  irrigation  purposes  within  the  community. 
Voluntary  and  then  mandatory  restrictions  were  instituted  in  late 
August  to  conserve  water  resources.  These  restrictions  were  not  lift¬ 
ed  until  early  2008. 

Encouraged  water  resource  protection  and  conservation  via  public 
notices,  bill  inserts  and  school  educational  programs. 

Received  approval  for  increased  withdrawal  amounts  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  Water 
Management  Program.  The  new  permitted  and  registered  amount  is 
an  average  1.85  million  gallons  per  day. 

Met  monthly  with  The  Water  Resources  Committee  in  order  to 
advise  the  Water  Commissioners  of  recommended  long  range 
improvement  programs. 

Continued  water  quality  sampling  and  analysis  to  ensure  a  safe 
potable  water  supply.  The  testing  program  included  over  10,000  tests. 
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Pumped  and  treated  648  million  gallons  of  potable  water.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a  withdrawal  of  1.77  million  gallons  per  day.  280  mil¬ 
lion  gallons  of  water  was  from  surface  water  sources,  368  million 
gallons  of  water  was  from  ground  water  sources. 

Purchased  58  million  gallons  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Marshfield 
to  supply  the  residents  of  Humarock. 

Continued  the  Annual  Water  Supply  Cross  Connection  Prevention 
and  Inspection  Programs. 

Attended  188  hours  of  education  programs  to  maintain  water  supply 
professional  licenses. 

Continued  evaluations  of  the  water  system  infrastructure  and  its  abil¬ 
ity  to  accommodate  development. 

Complied  with  1728  DIG  SAFE  request  for  Water  Division  asset 
locations. 

Responded  to  205  Emergency  calls  from  consumers  and  2798  serv¬ 
ice  calls  of  a  non-emergency  nature. 

Conducted  leak  detection  within  36%  of  the  distribution  system. 

Revised  and  implemented  the  Vulnerability  Assessment  in 
Compliance  with  the  President’s  Public  Health  Security  and 
Bioterrorism  Preparedness  Act  of  2002  as  amended  in  2006  and 
2007. 

Delivered  to  consumers  the  annual  Consumer  Confidence  Report, 
which  detailed  the  measured  water  quality  and  outlined  the  water 
system  infrastructure. 

The  Public  Grounds  Division  was  once  again  recognized  as  a  Tree 
City  USA,  for  the  seventh  year  in  a  row. 

Over  2,000  catch  basins  throughout  the  Town  were  treated  for  mos¬ 
quitoes  that  may  be  carrying  the  West  Nile  Virus. 

The  Musquashicut  Pond  area  was  treated  twice  for  Midge  control. 

Treated  and  processed  395.95  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and  3.25 
million  gallons  of  septage  waste  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

Forty-nine  (40)  new  sewer  connection  were  added  to  the  Sanitary 
Collection  System  in  the  Phase  I  area  (Greenbush/Reservoir)  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  new  sewer  connections  were  added  in 
the  Phase  II  area  (Cliffs)  for  a  total  of  174  for  this  year. 

TV  inspected  2,384  feet  of  8”  sewer  main  on  Lighthouse,  Jericho  and 
Fay  Roads. 


Relined  CIPP  4,238  feet  of  8”  sewer  mains. 

Cleaned  and  TV  inspected  147  feet  of  8"  sewer  main  on  Norwell 
Avenue.

Maintained  the  major  culverts  located  at  Old  Forge,  Oak  Road, 
Egypt  Garage  (Country  Way),  Pine  Brook  Lane,  Old  Colony, 
Pennfield  Road,  Jericho  Road  @  Bay  Ridge,  Lighthouse  Road, 
Spaulding  Road  @  Otis  Road,  Scituate  Ave,  Hatherly  Road  (several 
areas),  Henry  Turner  Bailey,  Booth  Hill  Road,  Route  123  (3  areas), 
Jenkins  Place,  Salt  Meadow,  Country  Way  @  Wade  Street,  Country 
Way  at  Williamsburg  Lane  and  Peggotty  Beach. 

Removed  and  dispose  of  beach  clean  ups  at  Egypt  Beach,  Minot, 
Sand  Hills,  Peggotty  and  Humarock. 

The  roadway  sweeping  program  included  regular  sweeping  of  all 
main  roads,  business  districts  and  all  other  roads  (sweeping  April 
through  October). 

Responded  to  120  emergency  call  outs  from  Police  and  Fire 
Departments. 

Pavement  Markings  (line  striping)  at  all  schools. 

Pavement  Markings  of  main  and  secondary  roads  with  centerlines, 
crosswalks  and  stop  bars. 

Pavement  Markings  in  North  Scituate,  Harbor  area  &  Cole  Parkway 
business  areas. 

Replaced  the  traffic  light  at  Beaver  Dam  &  Tilden  Road. 

Cleaned  out  all  B.M.P.’s  on  Hughey  Road,  Oakhurst  Road,  Pin  Oak 
Drive,  and  Eisenhower  Lane. 

For  the  Snow  and  Ice  control,  2000  tons  of  salt  and  1000  tons  of  sand 
were  used;  it  was  necessary  to  plow  and  salt/sand  the  roadways  on 
17  occasions  from  December  through  March. 


•  Processed  3694.17  tons  of  Municipal  waste,  2513.99  tons  of  Bulky 
waste,  and  an  estimated  2500  tons  of  leaves  and  brush. 

•  Recycled  819.25  tons  of  mixed  paper  and  cardboard,  386.17  tons  of 
scrap  metal,  592.56  tons  of  commingled  plastics,  cans  and  bottles 
(notes:  commingled  changed  mid  year  to  plastics  and  cans  only,  tak¬ 
ing  glass  out  of  the  commingled),  992  car  and  truck  tires,  1401  units 
of  computer  monitors,  computers  and  television  sets,  460  gallons  of 
waste  oil,  9  drums  of  used  oil  fdters,  1291  gallons  of  used  anti¬ 
freeze,  2960  pails  of  batteries,  567  units  of  propane  tanks  and  690 
units  of  fluorescent  lamps. 

•  Installed  three  new  compactors  in  the  recycling  area. 

•  As  required  by  DEP  we  revised  The  Operation  and  Maintenance 
Plan  for  the  Transfer  &  Recycling  Facility. 

•  Conducted  annual  calibration  testing  of  the  Bulky  Waste  Scale. 

•  At  the  closed  sanitary  landfill  adjacent  to  the  Transfer  Station  we 
continued  the  gas  and  groundwater  monitoring  as  required  by  DEP. 

•  Assisted  the  Planning  Board  with  comprehensive  technical  review  of 
three  (3)  definitive  subdivision  plans  and  provided  site  inspection 
services  for  three  (3)  subdivisions. 

•  Conducted  technical  and  content  review  for  the  Planning  Board  for 
seventeen  (17)  Special  Permits,  Seven  (7)  Site  Plans  and  twenty  two 
(22)  Form  A  plans. 

•  Prepared  a  $9  million  Annual  Operating  budget  which  included  three 
(3)  Enterprise  Funded  Budgets  and  updated  the  Department’s  Capital 
Improvement  Plan.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

2007  will  be  remembered  for  a  long  time  as  a  year  when  change  began  to 
happen.  Faced  with  yet  another  tough  budgeting  cycle,  the  School 
Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Advisory  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen, 
worked  together  to  bring  about  change.  It  was  clear  as  we  all  reviewed  the 
financial  forecasts  for  the  town  that  additional  steps  needed  to  be  taken  in 
order  to  maintain,  and  in  some  aspects  improve,  the  current  level  of  education 
our  staff  was  delivering.  Our  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum  was  over  15 
years  old,  the  replacement  of  which  was  critical  for  the  children  of  Scituate  to 
receive  an  education  that  is  competitive  in  today’s  world.  Furthermore,  tech¬ 
nology  needed  updating  to  remain  current  with  the  demands  of  contemporary 
students,  and  many  desks  and  tables  were  over  30  years  old.  As  a  result,  a 
Proposition  2  Vi  override  question  was  placed  on  the  ballot  to  increase  the 
schools  operating  budget  to  address  these  deficiencies.  Our  town  had  not  sub¬ 
mitted  a  school  operating  budget  override  in  over  15  years.  It  was  time. 

On  behalf  of  the  Scituate  School  Committee,  I  would  like  to  personally 
thank  the  citizens  of  Scituate  who  came  out  and  voted  on  Election  Day.  I 
especially  want  to  thank  those  who  voted  “YES  for  Scituate”.  The  result  of 
your  vote  allowed  the  School  Department  to  re-invest  in  the  future  of  all  chil¬ 
dren.  Your  vote  sent  a  sound  message  that  public  education  is  important  and 
that  you  trusted  the  administration  and  staff  to  spend  your  tax  dollars  wisely. 

As  the  doors  opened  in  September  for  the  2007-2008  school  year,  our 
staff  revealed  the  results  of  your  investment.  Many  worked  diligently  over  the 
summer  to  prepare  new  curriculum,  technology  was  enhanced,  new  desks 
were  assembled  and  distributed,  and  a  new  roof  and  cupola  was  installed  atop 
the  Gates  Intermediate  School.  The  School  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  ded¬ 
ication  and  perseverance  that  the  SPS  staff  consistently  exhibits.  It  is  with 
their  continued  focus  on  our  students  as  individuals,  not  as  statistics,  that  will 
raise  Scituate  above  the  rest.  It  is  with  their  genuine  compassion  to  inspire, 
and  ability  to  challenge  Scituate’s  children  that  will  prepare  them  for  the 
world  beyond  our  town  borders.  It  is  their  ability  to  teach  to  the  greatest  height 
possible,  and  to  not  accept  mediocrity,  that  will  get  our  students  to  that  next 
level. 
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The  Scituate  School  Committee  is  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of 
2007.  We  are  grateful  to  the  continued  passionate  and  thoughtful  leadership  of 
Superintendent  Mark  Mason.  The  Central  Administrative  team  continually 
strives  to  bring  forth  new  ideas  and  solutions  to  ensure  that  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  remains  one  of  the  best  systems  in  the  Commonwealth.

Rising  gas  prices,  falling  house  prices,  and  an  economy  inching  toward 
recession  created  a  climate  of  anxiety  and  hesitancy  in  2007.  In  light  of  these 
conditions,  the  citizens  of  Scituate  studied  the  concerns  of  their  schools,  lis¬ 
tened  to  the  hopes  and  dreams  of  families,  and  considered  the  impact  pro¬ 
gressive  schools  have  upon  community.  On  March  31st,  the  voters  approved 
a  Proposition  2  Vi  override  in  support  of  their  local  schools,  declaring  that 
their  public  schools  matter. 

With  this  premium  came  a  greater  responsibility.  A  budget  underwritten 
by  the  taxpayers  of  this  community  requires  our  school  district  to  be  a  respon¬ 
sible  steward  of  resources  and  to  maintain  discipline  in  reducing  expenditures 
by  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  operations,  continuously  seeking  resources 
from  alternative  sponsors,  and  maximize  the  utilization  of  current  assets.  The 
taxpayers  of  Scituate  should  be  assured  that  their  public  school  department  is 
fully  committed  to  this  expectation  and  fulfillment. 

Yet,  the  real  headline  of  this  past  year  was  not  the  level  of  our  requested 
increase  but  rather  the  robust  increase  in  programming  of  services  and  pro¬ 
gramming  spurred  by  the  resources  given  to  us  over  past  years. 

Amongst  other  initiatives  and  activities,  we  are  presently  overhauling  the 
district-wide  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum,  implementing  an  Engineering 
laboratory  at  the  Gates  Intermediate  School,  piloting  a  unit-based  Science  cur¬ 
riculum  in  grades  six  through  eight,  piloting  an  improved  Mathematics  curricu¬ 
lum  in  grades  five  through  seven,  revising  the  Social  Science  curriculum  in  the 
secondary  school  classrooms,  initiating  a  Project  Adventure  curriculum  within 
Physical  Education  classes  district  wide,  utilizing  state-of-the-art  Music  tech¬ 
nology  within  our  high  school,  employing  textbooks  and  newly  purchased 
musical  instruments  to  improve  Music  instruction  in  the  elementary  schools, 
and  implementing  an  Art  computer  lab  at  the  high  school. 

All  in  all,  it  is  a  great  time  to  be  associated  with  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools. 


CURRICULUM 

There  were  many  updates  to  curriculum  and  technology  in  the  Scituate 
Public  Schools  as  a  result  of  two  overrides  that  passed  in  spring  2007. 

Debt  Exclusion  Override 

Overhaul  of  English  Language  Arts  Curriculum 

°  Harcourt  Storytown  K-5 
°  Prentice  Hall  Gr.  6-12 
°  Technology  (e.g.  CD  players) 

°  Professional  development 

°  Common  assessment  instruments  (DIBELS,  Galileo) 
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The  lion’s  share  of  debt  exclusion  funds  allocated  to  curriculum  have 
been  expended  an  overhaul  of  our  K-12  English  Language  Arts  curriculum. 
These  programs  were  selected  from  among  various  options  over  a  several- 
year  period  through  a  committee  process.  Details  and  documents  from  that 
process  are  posted  on  the  district’s  website.  In  addition  to  books  and 
resources  for  teaching  English  Language  Arts,  funds  have  been  allocated  to 
support  technology,  professional  development  and  common  assessments 
related  to  the  new  English  Language  Arts  programs.  Common  assessment 
instruments  will  allow  us  to  implement  fully  our  District-wide  Assessment 
Plan,  which  envisions  common  expectations  for  standardized  student  assess¬ 
ment  at  all  grade  levels. 

■  New  computers,  servers 

■  Foreign  Language  Lab 

■  Furniture 

Operational  Funds  Override 

■  Engineering  Lab 

The  Massachusetts  Science,  Technology  and  Engineering  Frameworks 
outline  requirements  for  instruction  of  science,  technology  and  engineering  in 
grades  K-12.  Due  to  a  lack  of  resources,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  have 
been  unable,  until  now,  to  meet  fully  the  engineering  requirements  of  the 
frameworks.  The  engineering  and  technology  requirements  of  the  state 
frameworks  move  away  from  a  traditional  metals  or  wood  curriculum  to  focus 
on  engineering  concepts  such  as  designing  and  building  bridges,  houses  and 
other  structures.  The  district  is  designing  a  state-of-the-art  engineering  lab 
that  incorporates  the  Paxton  Patterson  hands-on,  inquiry-based  curriculum 
specifically  designed  for  engineering  instruction  in  a  middle  school,  module- 
based  setting. 

■  Unit-based  gr.  6-8  Science  Curriculum 

The  MCAS  Science  test  in  grade  eight  requires  our  students  to  be  profi¬ 
cient  in  earth  science,  life  science,  physical  science  and  engineer¬ 
ing/technology  concepts.  In  our  current  model  of  instruction,  we  focus  on  life 
science  for  one  year,  physical  science  for  another  year,  etc.  in  our  middle  level 
grades.  However,  our  analysis  of  MCAS  scores  has  led  us  to  conclude  that 
our  grade  eight  science  curriculum  would  better  prepare  students  if  we  instead 
focused  each  branch  of  science  (life,  physical  and  earth)  for  a  third  of  the  year 
each  year  in  grades  six,  seven  and  eight.  Students  would  also  cover  the  engi¬ 
neering  and  technology  components  of  the  Frameworks  in  their  engineering 
class.  In  this  approach,  students  will  be  guaranteed  to  cover  concepts  in  each 
branch  of  science  each  year  for  the  three  years  prior  to  taking  the  eighth  grade 
MCAS  science  test.  The  Prentice  Hall  middle  school  series  lends  itself  nice¬ 
ly  to  this  approach,  and  we  implemented  the  program  on  a  pilot  basis  in  2007- 
08  at  Gates  Intermediate  School  and  two  sixth  grade  classrooms. 
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■  Project  Adventure  K- 1 2 

The  Scituate  Public  Schools  has  purchased  K-12  Project  Adventure 
Challenge  Kits  (PACKs)  to  enrich  our  physical  education  curriculum.  Project 
Adventure  curriculum  builds  upon  the  work  of  Outward  Bound,  and  is  aligned 
to  both  national  and  Massachusetts  Health  and  Physical  Education  standards. 
The  lessons  in  the  PACKs  extend  the  traditional  scope  of  the  physical  educa¬ 
tion  classroom  by  developing  conflict  resolution  skills,  leadership  ability  and 
problem  solving  skills.  The  lessons  are  action-based,  but  they  also  extend 
upon  the  social  competency  skills  developed  in  our  Open  Circle  social  com¬ 
petency  curriculum.  Typical  lessons  include  specific  outcomes,  rules  and 
reflection  questions.  The  materials  come  in  a  backpack  format  for  easy  trans¬ 
port  to  a  field  or  a  gymnasium.  Our  Project  Adventure  adoption  fits  into  a  sev¬ 
eral-year  vision  for  phasing  in  new  physical  education  curriculum  in  the 
Scituate  Public  Schools. 

■  Math  curriculum  pilot  in  grades  5,  6  and  7 

Due  to  concerns  that  have  been  expressed  from  both  staff  and  families 
regarding  the  Connected  Math  curriculum  in  grades  5,  6  and  7,  the  district  is 
beginning  a  small  pilot  of  two  programs  next  year.  In  the  fall  of  2007,  the  dis¬ 
trict  began  a  pilot  of  the  Everyday  Math  program  in  grade  five  and  McDougal 
Littell  in  grade  seven. 

■  Operational  funds  have  been  invested  in  technology  upgrades 
throughout  the  district,  including: 

°  Upgrades  to  three  computer  labs  at  Scituate  High  School 
°  Data  video  projectors  and  mobile  learning  systems  for  Scituate 
High  School  (10),  Gates  (5),  and  elementary  (4) 

°  New  computers  for  all  six  schools 

°  Network  upgrades  at  most  schools;  servers  upgrade  at  Jenkins 
and  Gates 

°  New  server  and  computers  for  engineering  lab 
°  Wiring  for  computer  labs  (e.g.  high  school  computer  labs,  Gates 
engineering  lab) 

■  Social  Studies  Curriculum 

With  a  new  MCAS  for  History/Social  Science  requirement  slated  to  come 
online  next  year,  the  Scituate  High  School  Social  Studies  department  has  had 
to  make  several  changes  in  its  curriculum;  specifically,  changes  to  the 
sequence  for  the  instruction  of  World  History  and  U.S.  History.  This  has 
necessitated  the  purchase  of  new  texts  for  the  high  school.  Also,  due  to  lim¬ 
ited  funding,  when  materials  were  purchased  for  the  History/Social  Science 
curriculum  as  a  part  of  the  five-year  curriculum  renewal  cycle,  we  were 
unable  to  address  the  needs  of  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One.  With  current 
funding  we  were  able  to  address  this  gap. 
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■  Music  Technology 

Funds  were  allocated  towards  the  purchase  of  a  music  technology  for 
Scituate  High  School.  Due  to  space  limitations,  the  room  was  not  configured 
as  a  unified  music  technology  lab  but  rather  as  a  small  lab  in  our  current  band 
room  and  also  a  small  lab  in  our  chorus  room.  This  investment  will  allow  the 
district’s  music  program  to  have  a  Musical  Instrumental  Digital  Interface- 
based  software  system  for  our  students.  Wikipedia  defines  MIDI  as  an 
“industry-based  standard  communications  protocol  that  enables  electronic 
musical  instruments,  computers  and  other  equipment  to  communicate,  control 
and  synchronize  each  other  in  real  time.” 

■  Elementary  Music  Textbooks 

Elementary  school  students  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  have  not  had  a 
music  textbook  in  over  thirty  years.  Funds  were  allocated  to  purchase  the 
Scott  Foresman  Making  Music  series  in  grades  K-8.  Making  Music  is  the 
leading  textbook  in  the  industry.  In  recent  years,  our  elementary  music  teach¬ 
ers  have  had  copies  of  the  Teacher’s  Editions  of  this  program,  so  they  are 
already  familiar  with  this  curriculum. 

■  Elementary  Music  Curriculum 

Funds  were  allocated  toward  the  purchase  of  various  instruments  to  sup¬ 
port  the  elementary  curriculum.  This  purchase  addressed  inequities,  as  some 
schools  had  instruments  for  the  Orff  method  of  instruction  (e.g.  small  drums, 
etc.),  while  others  did  not.  The  Orff  method  is  based  on  the  work  of  German 
composer  Carl  Orff,  and  centers  on  “simple  musical  instrumentation  that 
allows  even  untutored  child  musicians  to  perform  a  musical  piece  with  rela¬ 
tive  ease.  Orff’s  music  is  elemental  and  combines  movement,  singing,  play¬ 
ing  and  improvisation.”  (Source:  Wikipedia) 

■  Art  Computer  Lab  and  Curriculum 

Art  computer  technology  has  been  upgraded,  with  the  design  and  imple¬ 
mentation  of  an  art  computer  lab  at  the  high  school.  The  art  lab  will  address 
a  significant  area  of  need,  given  that  most  artwork  in  the  business  world  is  cre¬ 
ated  almost  entirely  through  technology.  The  funds  allocated  towards  art 
technology  also  include  computers,  small  printing  presses  and  other  items  for 
all  six  schools  in  the  Scituate  Public  School  system.  Additional  funds  have 
been  allocated  to  support  the  art  curriculum  at  Gates  and  the  high  school, 
including  texts,  software  and  furniture. 

■  Elementary  Library 

Funds  were  allocated  towards  the  purchase  of  texts  for  Jenkins 
Elementary  School  library.  When  Jenkins  opened  in  2003,  the  $30,000  in 
funds  originally  allocated  towards  the  purchase  of  library  books  had  been  cut. 
In  the  interim,  parents  have  generously  donated  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of

books.  The  funds  allocated  addressed  gaps  that  still  exist  in  the  Jenkins  col¬ 
lection  (e.g.  when  compared  to  the  collections  at  the  other  schools). 

NEW  INITIATIVES  IN  FALL  2007 

■  Elementary  Science 

Research  points  to  hands-on,  investigative  inquiry  as  the  most  meaning¬ 
ful  method  for  educators  to  develop  students’  skills  and  content  knowledge  in 
science.  To  this  end,  we  are  engaging  in  a  year-long  pilot  of  hands-on,  kit- 
based  science  instruction  K-5.  This  represents  a  shift  from  our  current  text- 
based  program,  and  we  will  be  taking  time  in  the  current  months  to  identify 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and  chart  our  best  course. 

The  current  textbook  in  use  at  the  elementary  level,  Harcourt,  is  becom¬ 
ing  outdated;  for  example,  consider  that  it  was  purchased  prior  to  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  Massachusetts  Science  and  Technology/Engineering 
Frameworks. 


■  Physical  Education  Curriculum 

The  district  will  continue  to  implement  Phase  II  of  the  Project  Adventure 
curriculum  K-12,  including  low  elements  and  high  elements.  The  district  is 
hoping  to  provide  training  to  new  teachers  on  the  existing  climbing  wall  in  the 
high  school  gymnasium. 


■  Health  Curriculum 

The  district  has  not  had  a  comprehensive  health  education  in  recent  years, 
even  though  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  has  outlined  health 
expectations  in  a  Health  Frameworks  document  and  is  also  taking  steps  to 
mandate  health  instruction.  Aside  from  the  Mass.  Department  of  Education, 
the  plethora  of  research  and  current  publicity  regarding  the  health  of  today’s 
youth  compels  us  to  take  steps  toward  implementing  a  research-based,  com¬ 
prehensive  health  curriculum. 


MASSACHUSETTS  COMPREHENSIVE  ASSESSMENT  SYSTEM 


The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  is 
designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Reform  Law  of  1993. 
This  law  specifies  that  the  testing  program  must: 

•  test  all  public  school  students  in  Massachusetts,  including  students  with 
disabilities  and  limited  English  proficient  students; 

•  measure  performance  based  on  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum 
Framework  learning  standards; 

•  report  on  the  performance  of  individual  students,  schools,  and  districts. 

As  required  by  the  Education  Reform  Law,  students  must  pass  the  grade  1 0 
tests  in  English  Language  Arts  (ELA)  and  Mathematics  as  one  condition  of  eli¬ 
gibility  for  a  high  school  diploma  (in  addition  to  fulfilling  local  requirements). 
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Highlights  of  2007  MCAS  results  include  the  following: 

■  At  all  schools,  significant  numbers  of  students  achieved  at  higher  lev¬ 
els  in  grade  three  math. 

■  At  grade  four,  math  performance  was  particularly  strong  at  Hatherly 
(20%  Advanced  in  2006  to  38%  Advanced  in  2007)  and  Wampatuck 
(22%  in  2005  Advanced  compared  to  39%  in  2007). 

■  Grade  five  science  results  were  strong  for  Cushing  and  Wampatuck, 
with  both  schools  moving  large  percentages  out  of  Needs 
Improvement  and  into  Advanced/Proficient. 

■  Grade  six  math  scores  were  very  strong  at  Cushing,  with  53% 
advanced  in  2007  compared  to  39%  in  2006  (and  this  is  the  third  year 
in  a  row);  and  at  Wampatuck,  which  moved  from  8%  Advanced  in 
2006  to  33%  in  2007. 

■  Overall  scores  continue  to  increase,  although  in  some  cases  the 
scores  tend  to  be  flat  year  over  year. 

■  Scituate  scores  above  the  state  average  in  almost  every  area;  one 
exception  is  Gr.  8  science  where  we  are  on  par  with  the  state  average. 

■  Percentages  of  students  performing  in  the  Advanced  and  Proficient 
categories  have  increased  in  most  areas. 

Areas  for  concern  include  several  grade  levels  at  Jenkins,  grade  8 
Science,  which  continues  to  be  statistically  similar  year  over  year,  and  the 
number  of  students  in  the  warning  category  in  math  in  grades  5,  6,  7,  and  8. 
In  the  fall  of  2007,  the  district  employed  a  number  of  resources  available  to  us 
(many  of  them  newly  available  thanks  to  the  override)  to  follow-up  on  MCAS 
scores  and  attempt  to  strengthen  our  alignment  with  the  Frameworks.  These 
resources  include: 

■  Performance  Improvement  Mapping  (PIM)  Teams  and/or  Data  Teams 
continue  to  meet  by  building. 

■  K-5  Science  pilot. 

■  Gr.  6-8  Science  pilot. 

■  New  ELA  materials  in  Gr.  K-12. 

■  Newly  implemented  math  program  in  Gr.  K-4. 

■  Math  curriculum  pilot  in  Gr.  5,  6  and  7. 

■  Updated  textbooks  throughout  the  middle  school  and  high  school. 

■  New  Engineering  curriculum  at  Gates. 

■  Significantly  increased  professional  development  for  teachers  due  to 
the  availability  of  additional  funding. 

■  Additional  support  personnel:  addition  of  reading  and  math  special¬ 
ists  to  the  elementary  schools,  the  addition  of  two  discipline-specific 
teachers  at  Gates,  and  four  new  teachers  at  SHS. 
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The  Scituate  Schools  once  again  made  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  as 
required  by  the  federal  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act.  In  analyzing  our  MCAS 
scores  and  our  proficiency  targets,  the  main  areas  for  concern  were  English 
Language  Arts  Special  Education  and  Low  Income  subgroups  and  Math 
Special  Education  and  Low  Income  subgroups  at  the  grade  3-5  level  for  the 
district,  and  the  grade  6-8  English  Language  Arts  Special  Education  sub¬ 
group. 

Galileo 

Beginning  in  2007,  the  district  piloted  Galileo  online  benchmark  assess¬ 
ment  for  math  in  grades  5  and  7.  Galileo  is  an  assessment  instrument  that 
allows  Scituate  teachers  to  measure  their  students’  skills  and  content  knowl¬ 
edge  in  math  several  times  per  year  against  the  requirements  of  the 
Massachusetts  Mathematics  Frameworks.  Galileo  is  in  use  in  about  nine  other 
Massachusetts’  districts  and  many  states  throughout  the  country.  The  test  is 
online,  which  saves  considerably  in  terms  of  both  time  and  cost.  The  fact  that 
there  are  no  time  delays  associated  with  scoring  the  results  helps  the  data  to 
be  immediately  useful  for  our  teachers. 

The  pilot  is  taking  place  at  grades  5  and  7  this  year  with  the  idea  that 
teachers  at  those  levels,  along  with  the  math  specialists,  will  be  able  to  ana¬ 
lyze  the  data  and  provide  helpful  feedback  as  we  further  consider  this  assess¬ 
ment  instrument  for  our  district.  As  the  NCLB  2014  deadline  for  99%  profi¬ 
ciency  looms  ahead  of  us,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  important  to  show  gains 
in  MCAS  performance.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  information  Galileo  provides 
will  help  us  to  plan  our  instruction  and  our  targeted  intervention  even  more 
efficiently.  Training  on  Galileo  was  provided  to  all  those  teachers  involved  in 
the  pilot  last  month  with  the  idea  that  we  will  be  monitoring  our  progress 
throughout  the  year. 

DIBELS 

The  Dynamic  Indicators  of  Basic  Early  Literacy  Skills  (DIBELS)  are  “a 
set  of  standardized,  individually  administered  measures  of  early  literacy 
development.  They  are  designed  to  be  short  (one  minute)  fluency  measures 
used  to  regularly  monitor  the  development  of  pre-reading  and  early  reading 
skills.”  (source:  DIBELS  website) 

DIBELS  testing  started  as  a  pilot  initiative  in  2006-07.  We  provided 
training  to  teachers  in  the  summer  of  2006  and  2007  and  were  able  to  imple¬ 
ment  fully  this  program  in  2007-08,  providing  testing  materials  and  software 
to  all  teachers. 
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PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 


Below  is  a  brief  overview  of  the  seminars,  institutes  and  workshops  that 
the  Scituate  Public  Schools  have  offered  during  the  past  year.  Professional 
development  in  Scituate  takes  place  in  so  many  varied  forums  including,  for 
example,  experienced  teachers  mentoring  new  teachers  on  an  informal  basis 
throughout  the  year,  or  participation  in  graduate-level  courses.  Given  this 
wide  range  of  pursuits,  it  is  clear  that  this  list  provides  only  a  brief  overview 
of  professional  development  in  the  district. 

2006-07  (Selected  Activities) 

■  Skillful  Teacher  class  offered  during  February  vacation  to  over  25 
Scituate  educators. 

■  Eighteen  teachers  participated  in  two  to  three-day  workshops  through 
the  Teachers  As  Scholars  Program. 

■  The  Diversity  Partnership  program  coordinated  by  Andrea  Roundtree 
met  on  a  monthly  basis  throughout  the  year  to  study  and  discuss 
diversity  issues  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 

■  Training  of  “Open  Circle  Consulting  Teachers”  for  each  of  the  four 
elementary  schools.  Consulting  teachers  continued  to  receive  train¬ 
ing  and  provide  support  throughout  the  year. 

■  Physical  restraint  training  offered  to  new  teachers  at  new  teacher  ori¬ 
entation. 

■  Training  on  English  As  A  Second  Language  and  ‘Understanding 
Skillful  Teaching’  coordinated  with  the  South  Shore  Educational 
Collaborative. 

■  Ongoing  grade  level  meetings.  These  teams  have  worked  very  hard 
on  early  release  days  to  share  common  assessments,  score  and  ana¬ 
lyze  writing  prompts  together,  etc. 

Summer  2007  and  Early  Fall  2007 

■  Two-day  long  mentor  training  workshop  for  district  mentors. 

■  Training  for  DIBELS  (Dynamic  Indicators  of  Basic  Early  Skills) 
early  literacy  assessment  tool  for  K-3  educators.  Teachers  who  par¬ 
ticipate  in  this  training  will  have  new  tools  (available  at  no  cost)  to 
assess  their  students’  achievement  of  literacy  goals  in  grades  K-3. 
DIBELS  has  been  used  on  a  national  scale  through  the  Reading  First 
program,  and  it  is  very  highly  regarded  as  a  quick  and  useful  tool. 

■  Open  Circle  Training  for  ten  teachers  across  the  four  elementary 
schools.  This  training  continues  our  K-5  commitment  to  the  Open 
Circle  curriculum. 

■  Everyday  Math  training  for  newly  hired  K-4  teachers. 

■  Each  summer,  we  pay  for  one  to  two  teachers  to  participate  in  a 
week-long  workshop  on  ‘Teaching  the  Advanced  Placement  Course’ 
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at  St.  Johnsbury  Academy.  SHS  Math  teacher  Jamie  Forde  partici¬ 
pated  in  that  workshop  this  past  summer,  and  SHS  Spanish  teacher 
Virginia  Lima  participated  in  a  separate  AP  workshop  this  year. 

■  Professional  development  mini-grants  in  Social  Science,  English, 
Foreign  Language,  Art,  Music,  Health  and  Wellness.  Teachers  use 
these  funds  to  write  curriculum  for  new  or  existing  courses. 

■  Two-day  training  for  elementary  math  specialists  offered  through 
Everyday  Math  consultants. 

■  Training  for  18  K-5  science  pilot  teachers  offered  by  Diana  Corey 
from  STC/Carolina  on  August  28th. 

■  Training  for  special  education  aides  on  Harcourt  on  August  29th 
teacher  return  day. 

■  Training  for  math  specialists  on  McDougal  Littell. 

■  Training  for  music  teachers  on  African  Drumming  on  August  30th 
run  by  Andy  Bergsten. 

■  Harcourt  Training  for  K-5  teachers  on  August  30th,  along  with 
refresher  workshop  on  Six  Traits. 

■  Training  for  Gr.  6-12  teachers  on  Prentice  Hall  technology  on  August 
30th  offered  by  Rita  Sullivan  and  Joe  Wieczorek. 

■  Workshop  with  Gates  teachers  and  Frank  Thoms  from  Teachers  2 1  on 
August  30th  teacher  return  day. 

■  ELL  course  taught  by  Linda  Schulman  from  Teachers  21  in  2007-08; 
offered  to  teachers  with  ELL  students  in  grades  2-6. 

■  Read  to  Write  course  offered  in  fall  2007  and  taught  by  Becky 
DeSmith  for  gr.  2-6  teachers. 

■  Sept.  17th  -18th,  two-day  workshop  with  Nancy  Dorsky  on  Everyday 
Math  3rd  Edition. 

■  Sept.  19th  early  release  day  workshop  with  Michael  Hudson  for  K-8 
music  teachers  on  new  music  textbooks 

■  Sept.  1 9th  all-day  workshop  for  grades  5  and  7  math  specialists  and 
math  teachers  on  Galileo  software. 

■  Training  for  K-5  science  pilot  teachers  on  Sept.  28th  run  by  Jeff 
Winokur  from  Wheelock  College. 

■  Project  Adventure  Training  for  K-12  physical  education  and  health 
teachers  on  Oct.  5th,  12th  and  19th. 

■  Workshop  offered  to  gr.  7-12  humanities  teachers  on  Nov.  5th  &  6th, 
through  a  National  Council  on  the  Humanities  grant.

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GRANTS 


A  variety  of  both  federal  and  state  funds  provide  support  to  teachers 
throughout  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  An  array  of  federal  funds  provides 
small  amounts  of  money  to  support  initiatives  such  as  Mathematics  training 
and  new  teacher  mentoring.  Through  the  Academic  Support  Services  grant  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  the  school  department  receives 
funds  to  support  tutoring  both  during  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer 
for  students  who  are  at  risk  of  failing  the  MCAS  exam.  Federal  and  state 
grants  are  written  for  very  specific  professional  development  and  curriculum 
goals  within  the  district.  While  these  funds  are  an  important  means  to  support 
district  initiatives  for  teaching  and  learning,  there  is  very  little  flexibility  in 
using  these  funds  to  fulfill  the  various  other  financial  needs  that  may  arise  in 
the  district  during  a  typical  year.

As  emphasis  throughout  the  Commonwealth  increasingly  focuses  on 
preparation  for  the  academic,  social  and  economic  futures  of  our  students, 
state  and  nation,  vocational  technical  education  and  preparation  shines  bright. 
The  South  Shore  Regional  School  District  continues  to  provide  quality  career 
and  future  educational  opportunities  for  the  young  adults  in  the  area,  specifi¬ 
cally  the  communities  in  the  eight-town  district.  Key  to  meeting  the  school’s 
and  job  market’s  expectations  is  the  need  to  stay  current  with  technical  career 
trends  and  opportunities.  Updating  of  equipment  and  instruction  in  every 
career  field  being  offered  is  one  of  the  institution’s  major  commitments. 

South  Shore  continues  to  respond  to  the  increasing  need  to  combine  solid 
core  academic  instruction  with  relevant  reference  to  and  coordination  with  the 
diverse  collection  of  career  pathways  available  to  students.  The  2007-2008 
school  year  has  witnessed  once  again  maximum  enrollment  at  the  school’s 
Hanover  campus,  with  a  significant  “waiting  list”  of  candidates.  Providing  for 
the  school’s  primary  career  preparation  mission  has  never  been  more  impor¬ 
tant,  as  graduates  leave  high  school  with  marketable  and  expandable  skills. 
South  Shore,  however,  has  also  excelled  in  meeting  state  and  national  acade¬ 
mic  standards  and  expectations,  including  those  prescribed  under  MCAS,  the 
Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System,  No  Child  Left  Behind 
and  the  need  for  Annual  Yearly  Progress  (AYP). 

Like  many  area  communities,  South  Shore  has  applied  to  participate  in 
the  Commonwealth’s  School  Building  Assistance  program,  targeting  critical 
infrastructure  improvements  and  energy  conservation.  A  new  roof  in  the  next 
few  years  is  imperative,  while  the  district  has  already  begun  to  address  a  first 
of  three  likely  stages  of  window  replacement  at  the  forty-five  (45)  year  old 
facility.  South  Shore  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  the  oldest  of  the 
state’s  twenty-six  regional  vocational  technical  schools. 

The  previous  reference  to  MCAS  and  accountability  expectations 
deserves  a  bit  more  commentary.  While  career  program  graduates  continue  to 
excel  in  the  technical  arena  as  documented  by  state  and  national  performances 
and  very  successful  job  placement,  academic  results  continue  to  shine  as  well. 
The  Class  of  2007  witnessed  100%  success  in  achieving  the  mandated  com¬ 
petency  determination  levels,  with  the  Class  of  2008  impressively  following 
suit.  First  results  on  the  soon  to  be  required  for  graduation  Science  portion  of 
MCAS  were  positive  when  compared  to  other  vocational  school  students. 
Expanded  instruction  in  both  Science  and  Social  Studies  at  South  Shore  has 
been  initiated,  with  focus  on  the  state  standards  in  those  content  areas. 
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Extracurricular  activities  and  athletics  continue  to  be  broadened  whenev¬ 
er  possible  to  meet  student  interest.  Newer  programs  like  Volleyball,  Golf  and 
Robotics  are  not  only  drawing  participation  but  also  realizing  success.  Other, 
more  established  teams  and  activities  are  thriving  as  well,  headlined  by  the 
school’s  Drama  and  Peer  Leadership  programs. 

On  the  technical  front,  the  targeting  of  a  comprehensive  pre-engineering 
program  that  could  encompass  components  of  several  existing  programs  has 
drawn  favorable  state  and  workplace  attention.  The  nation-wide  demand  for 
college  level  engineering  students  is  near  crisis  level,  and  opportunities  are 
plentiful.  South  Shore  is  exploring  ways  of  potentially  consolidating  some 
instructional  areas,  while  expanding  others  in  meeting  this  set  of  high  level 
career  paths  for  our  students. 

Currently  48  students  of  the  total  enrollment  of  592  are  from  Scituate. 
June  2007  celebrated  the  graduation  of  Matthew  Cole,  Brian  Fernandes, 
Kevin  Gill  and  Sean  Willis  from  Scituate. 

Important  contributions  continue  to  be  made  by  South  Shore’s  Parents 
Association,  the  Vocational  Advisory  Committees,  School  Council  and  the 
Continuing  Education  Program,  which  in  addition  to  providing  a  wide  range 
of  career  and  self-improvement  opportunities  helps  support  the  total  school 
program. 

All  at  South  Shore  would  like  to  thank  the  eight  member  towns  for  the 
support  demonstrated  to  the  school  over  the  years.  Many  in  the  community 
have  made  frequent  mention  of  a  positive  changed  perspective  of  the  local 
vocational  school  in  recent  years.  We  appreciate  it.  Our  goal  is  to  teach,  pre¬ 
pare  and  provide  for  life-long  career  and  learning  opportunities  for  our  stu¬ 
dents  and  to  be  partners  with  parents  and  all  members  of  the  district  commu¬ 
nities.  Thank  you  for  providing  us  the  opportunity  to  help  do  that  by  offering 
the  best  learning  environment  possible.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  Board  of  Health  activities  for  the  year  2007. 

Community  Issues 

This  year  the  flu  vaccine  arrived  in  October  and  in  one  shipment  as  opposed 
to  piecemeal  deliveries  in  recent  years.  The  state  expanded  its  eligibility  for  the 
vaccine  but  did  not  increase  its  supply  to  local  Boards  of  Health.  Again,  the 
clinics  were  not  as  well  attended,  as  was  the  custom,  due  to  other  providers,  doc¬ 
tors  and  pharmacies  receiving  their  vaccine  supplies  much  earlier 

Ms.  Sullivan  attended  the  South  Humarock  Civic  Association’s  annual 
town  officials  question  and  answer  forum  on  July  26,  2007. 

The  Director  made  a  brief  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  a 
November  meeting  that  summarized  Board  of  Health  activities  in  emergency 
preparedness  including:  an  all  hazards  plan,  an  emergency  dispensing  site 
plan,  a  contingency  plan,  helping  develop  a  Medical  Reserve  Corp.,  and  many 
trainings  including  ICS  for  our  staff  and  Board  members  as  well. 

There  were  several  calls  this  year  regarding  dead  birds  that  were  directed 
to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  as  required  but  only  one 
bird  was  tested  for  West  Nile  Virus  and  it  came  back  negative.  This  year,  it 
was  fortunate  that  no  further  action  was  required  regarding  organized  recre¬ 
ational  activities  because  of  West  Nile  virus  or  EEE. 

The  Director  attended  a  meeting  at  the  Glades  at  the  request  of  the  resi¬ 
dents.  Annual  marsh  trenching  as  a  preventative  action  for  EEE  and  West  Nile 
Virus  mosquito  activity  was  stopped  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Management.  Representatives  from  MDEP,  MDEM,  various 
mosquito  projects,  Representative  Frank  Hynes  office,  Audubon  Society, 
Scituate  Conservation  and  various  residents  also  attended.  This  happened 
during  the  optimal  West  Nile  Virus  and  EEE  season  and  was  of  extreme  con¬ 
cern  since  two  Glades  residents  died  of  EEE  in  the  early  1900’s.  The  work 
was  stopped  due  to  concern  about  habitat  for  an  endangered  bird  species 
though  none  were  seen  during  the  field  visit.  Since  there  was  no  obvious  bird 
presence,  the  trenching  was  two-thirds  complete  when  stopped,  and  time  was 
of  the  essence  due  to  being  in  season  for  the  diseases  and  the  concern  due  to 
prior  deaths,  the  Director  suggested  that  the  trenching  be  completed  and  alter¬ 
native  solutions  for  next  year  be  decided  over  the  winter.  The  State  subse¬ 
quently  approved  this  solution  with  Audubon  monitoring. 

Musquashicut  Pond  was  treated  for  algae  by  Lycott  Environmental. 
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Scituate  beaches  were  tested  weekly  during  the  twelve-week  season.  For 
the  second  consecutive  year,  there  were  no  closures  due  to  high  bacteria 
counts. 

Emergency  Preparedness 

The  Director  attended  the  NACCHO  (National  Association  of  City  & 
County  Health  Officials)  Public  Health  Emergency  Preparedness  Summit  in 
Washington,  DC  with  other  Executive  Board  members  to  receive  their  award 
to  Massachusetts  Public  Health  Region  4B  for  obtaining  “Public  Health 
Ready”  status  in  our  emergency  preparedness  efforts. 

Our  secretary  and  Board  members  all  successfully  completed  the 
Emergency  Management  Institute’s  ICS  200  and  NIMS  700  courses. 

Access  Umbrella  toured  the  EDS  Jenkins  School  and  offered  suggestions 
on  accessibility  for  special  population. 

A  Medical  Reserve  Training  on  Emergency  Dispensing  Site  operation 
was  held  at  St.  Mary’s  Parish  Center. 

The  Director  attended  trainings  on  Personal  Protective  Equipment  and 
Behavioral  Health. 

Scituate  is  in  the  South  Shore  Hospital  cluster  and  the  Director  attended 
planning  meetings,  a  tabletop  exercise  and  a  drill  in  the  ISCU  (Influenza 
Specialty  Care  Unit)  at  Weymouth  High  School. 

On  July  18,  2007  representatives  from  Scituate  Schools,  Fire,  Police  and 
Health  Departments  advised  Humarock  residents  on  achievements  and  proce¬ 
dures  made  for  emergency  preparedness.  A  representative  of  Public  Health 
Region  4B  staff  also  advised  the  residents  of  the  public  health  structure  and 
mutual  aid  agreements.  A  brief  synopsis  was  also  given  on  pandemic  flu.  The 
presentation  was  sponsored  by  the  Humarock  Beach  Association  at  the  Mad 
Fish  Restaurant. 

The  Director  assisted  the  Fire  Department  with  housing  inspections  on 
Roberts  Drive  after  several  houses  were  ordered  evacuated  due  to  gasoline 
odors.  The  source  was  one  homeowner  who  was  storing  old  gasoline  and  pre¬ 
sumably  tried  to  dispose  of  it  through  the  drainage  system.  Houses  were  evac¬ 
uated,  ventilated  and  inspected  before  owners  were  allowed  to  reoccupy. 

Legal 

The  Director  is  dealing  with  three  on-going  hoarding  cases  and  a  defi¬ 
cient  housing  condition  case  with  a  senior  citizen  couple. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  to  suspend  the  tobacco  permit  for  a  second 
violation  in  two  years  at  the  Scituate  Shell  service  station  for  seven  (7)  days 
after  sufficient  evidence  was  given  of  selling  tobacco  products  to  a  minor.  The 
Board  also  required  the  owner  to  have  all  of  his  employees  retrained  in  the 
proper  sale  and  identification  procedures. 
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Ms.  Sullivan  was  subpoenaed  for  a  deposition  regarding  a  property  on 
Central  Avenue  in  Humarock. 

Upon  request  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Director  obtained  an  adminis¬ 
trative  search  warrant  for  unsanitary  conditions  at  a  property  on  Country  Way. 
The  owner  and  tenant  family  was  contacted  and  inspection  revealed  minor 
problems  as  the  family  had  already  addressed  most  of  the  problems. 

As  directed  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Food  Protection  a  recall 
inspection  of  retail  food  stores  was  conducted  for  Colgate  toothpaste  that  was 
manufactured  in  China.  None  was  found. 

At  the  request  of  the  SE  Region  DEP  counsel,  the  Director  inspected  a 
sewage  disposal  system  on  Stockbridge  Road. 

The  Director  met  with  Inly  School  representatives  and  their  engineers  to 
discuss  sewage  easements  and  system  design  and  capacity. 
There  is  a  pending  lawsuit  regarding  the  Art  Barn  sewage  disposal  system  but 
both  sides  are  amenable  to  resolving  the  outstanding  issues. 

Administrative 

Michael  Vazza  became  a  Board  member  in  February  following  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Attorney  Mark  Robinson. 

There  were  108  (one-hundred  eight)  Title  5  inspections  submitted,  of 
which  99  (ninety-nine)  passed  and  9  (nine)  failed.  Two  hundred  twenty-five 
(225)  permits  for  sewage  disposal  systems  were  issued.  This  figure  includes 
(105)  one  hundred  five  system  abandonment’s  prior  to  connection  to  the  town 
sewer. 

During  2007,  the  Board  of  Health  held  thirteen  (13)  meetings  and  seven¬ 
teen  (17)  public  hearings  on  Title  5  variances  and  other  concerns.  The  Board 
also  approved  one  (1)  emergency  sewer  connection  to  the  public  sewage  sys¬ 
tem  due  to  failed  sewage  disposal  system  that  could  not  be  replaced  by  a  sys¬ 
tem  in  full  compliance  with  Title  5. 

Five  new  food  establishments  were  opened  this  year.  Java  Junction, 
Phins,  Scotty’s  Market,  On  The  Water  and  Home  Plate  Catering  as  well  as  Spa 
Harbor  for  massage  therapy.  Coffee  Train  (which  is  home  based  in  Hull)  was 
permitted  as  a  mobile  food  vendor  for  the  MBTA  sites. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Animal 
Control  Board  for  their  continued  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  peri¬ 
odic  Rabies  Clinics  for  dogs  and  cats. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  thank  the  Recreation  Department  for 
securing  the  assistance  of  lifeguards  Elizabeth  Tierney  and  Michael  Tierney 
with  our  summer  beach  sample  program. 
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The  Board  of  Health  gratefully  acknowledges  and  thanks  our  loyal  and 
capable  staff:  Jennifer  Lamb  Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health,  Priscilla 
Mullin,  Secretary,  Eileen  Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  our  consultants, 
Nelly  Janga,  Barbara  Thissell,  Clint  Watson  and  Ralph  Cole  for  their  service, 
as  well  as  those  town  departments,  officials,  and  employees  who  have  assist¬ 
ed  with  our  efforts  this  year.

The  Council  on  Aging  responsibility  is  to  provide  services  to  Scituate  res¬ 
idents  who  have  reached  the  age  of  60.  To  that  end  during  the  last  calendar 
year  we  have  provided  a  myriad  of  services  to  (2,635)  Scituate  residents. 
Staffing  is  comprised  of  two  full  time  staff,  two  part  timers  and  one  staff  mem¬ 
ber  who  works  15  hours  a  week  and  is  paid  through  a  grant.  The  focus  of  these 
services  is  three  fold  (1)  provide  outreach  and  advocacy  (2)  provide  trans¬ 
portation  to  medical  appointments,  (3)  provide  transportation  for 
errands  around  town,  trips  to  the  library,  and  scheduled  events.  In  addi¬ 
tion  the  Council  on  Aging  also  assisted  senior’s  families,  as  well  as  non-elder 
residents  through  caregivers  counseling,  fuel  assistance  programs,  and  med¬ 
ical  transportation. 

Highlights  of  the  COA’S  efforts  and  reach  within  the  communities 
include: 


■  General  information  services  through  outreach  to  383  seniors 

■  Outreach  case  management  and  advocacy  for  350  seniors 

■  Health  benefit  counseling  to  141  seniors 

■  Family  assistance, caregiving  support  and  fuel  assistance  to  92  non 
seniors 

■  Fitness  and  exercise  program  participated  in  by  106  seniors;  sports 
program  participated  in  by  265  seniors 

■  Community  Education  programs  on  Reverse  Mortgage  &Legal  and 
Financial  issues  37  seniors 

■  Instructional  programs  on  bridge,  art,  computer  and  genealogy 
attended  by  45  seniors 

■  Transportation  Services,  including  daily  van,  medical  van,  volunteer 
medical  rides  and  the  Link,  to  a  total  of  448  seniors  for  a  total  of 
12,808  rides  and  8  non  elders  who  received  a  total  of  318  rides. 

■  Recreational  and  social  activities  including  book  club,  bridge,  quilt¬ 
ing,  knitting,  crafts  men’s  groups  and  museum  trips;  special  dinners 
hosted  by  Community  groups  attended  by  a  total  of  464  seniors 

■  Monthly  newsletter  mailed  to  2,713  senior  households  and  distrib¬ 
uted  at  Driftway  medical  buildings,  library  and  town  hall  and  local 
nursing  homes 

■  Hosted  the  MBTA  Pass  Program  attended  by  27 1  seniors 

■  Hosted  the  Tax  Preparation  Program  attended  by  68  seniors. 

■  Coordinated  the  special  intergenerational  program  exploring  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  different  sections  of  town,  Greenbush,  Minot,  etc  with 
students  at  the  Gates  Middle  School,  7  seniors  participated.

The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and  decision 
making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of  the  Veteran  Services 
Department. 

The  Veterans  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applica¬ 
tions  for  veterans  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance 
to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  bur¬ 
ial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the  deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with 
state  regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
whatever  capacity  he  can.  Some  of  the  services  provided  are:

Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for  or 
receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance 
>■  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to 
ensure  veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and  enti¬ 
tlements 

>•  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Fiscal  year  2007  was  busy  year  for  the  staff  and  patrons  of  the  Scituate 
Town  Library.  Circulation  of  materials  increased  to  a  total  of  237,628. 
Scituate  library  users  borrowed  25,000  items  from  other  libraries,  an  increase 
of  5,000  (25%)  over  the  previous  year.  23,722  items  were  sent  to  other 
libraries  to  fill  requests  made  by  their  patrons,  an  increase  of  22%  over  the 
previous  year.  Library  users  accessed  the  Internet  21,000  times.  267,114 
“hits”  were  recorded  on  the  library  website,  www.scituatetownlibrary.org.  The 
library  was  open  a  total  of  3176  hours.  109,337  people  visited  the  library,  an 
increase  of  8%  over  FY  ‘06.  19,056  reference  questions  were  answered.  106 
volunteers  donated  1101  hours  of  service.  6731  children  and  parents  attended 
107  programs  offered  for  children  compared  to  the  3995  who  attended  115 
programs  in  FY  ‘06,  an  increase  of  84% !  1712  adults  and  teens  attended  the 
46  programs  held,  an  increase  in  attendance  of  25%  and  an  increase  in  pro¬ 
gramming  of  32%  over  FY  ‘06. 

In  March  2007  residents  approved  an  override  that  included  increased 
funding  for  the  library.  The  additional  funds  provide  for  three  new  positions, 
increased  custodial  coverage,  expanded  and  updated  technology,  and  addi¬ 
tional  books  and  materials.  The  new  Young  Adult  Librarian  and  the  new 
Children’s  Assistant  will  enhance  our  services  to  children  and  teens.  The  new 
Program  Coordinator  will  focus  on  increased  programming  and  better  public 
relations  though  our  newsletter,  calendar,  website,  news  releases,  and  flyers  as 
well  as  manage  the  records  of  all  library  operations. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive 
and  booksales,  funded  an  array  of  enrichment  programs,  museum  passes  and 
the  rental  collection.  Additionally,  they  purchased  books,  DVDs,  music  CDs, 
and  audio  books.  Every  Friday  morning  the  Friends  sponsored  MamaSteph 
who  entertained  babies  and  toddlers  with  her  guitar  and  interactive  songs.  The 
Friends,  in  collaboration  with  the  Atlantic  Symphony  Orchestra,  offered  two 
music  appreciation  lectures,  knows  as  Insights.  Family  Fun  Day,  organized  by 
the  Trustees  and  funded  by  the  Friends,  attracted  over  400  children  and  their 
parents  to  five  age-appropriate  cultural  performances. 

In  June,  The  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  its  fifth  successful 
fundraising  gala  at  the  Barker  Tavern.  Renowned  author,  Dennis  Lehane,  kept 
the  audience  spellbound  at  the  pre-gala  reception  at  the  River  Club,  and  as  the 
headliner  at  the  gala.  Generous  attendees  bid  on  a  myriad  of  silent  auction 
items  donated  by  individuals  and  businesses  throughout  the  greater  Scituate 
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community.  Bruce  Marshman  surprised  all  in  attendance  with  the  sponta¬ 
neous  donation  and  subsequent  auction  of  his  collection  of  1967  Red  Sox 
Baseball  Cards.  In  October,  the  Foundation  sponsored  the  “First  Ride 
Greenbush"  as  a  fundraising  event  and  over  1000  tickets  were  sold.  The 
Foundation  contracted  with  the  Atlantic  Symphony  Orchestra  to  present  the 
culturally  enriching  KidsConcert  program  in  November,  and  four  follow-up 
Dynamic  Duo  concerts,  each  focusing  on  a  separate  family  of  instruments. 

Throughout  the  year  many  wonderful  volunteers  assisted  the  staff  by  pro¬ 
viding  programming  for  children  and  adults,  and  by  beautifying  the  library 
with  art  exhibits,  plantings,  and  landscaping.  I  would  like  to  give  special 
recognition  to  Kenneth  Baker  who  spent  countless  hours  devoted  to  special 
projects  that  resulted  in  safety  improvements  and  better  use  of  space  through¬ 
out  the  building.  Kathy  Donohue  and  her  husband  David,  with  assistance  from 
Billy  Morse,  moved  and  planted  a  miniature  tree  and  many  smaller  plantings 
in  the  landscaped  area  adjacent  to  the  library  entrance  walk.  John  Horgan,  and 
his  son,  Brendan  planted  bulbs  and  annuals  donated  by  Kennedy  Country 
Gardens.  Virginia  Heffernan  donated,  planted,  and  maintained  the  annuals  in 
the  planter  at  the  main  entrance.  Laurie  and  Kevin  Kane  facilitated  a  large 
donation  of  office  furniture  that  is  used  throughout  the  library  and  in  other 
town  offices. 

I  would  like  to  than  the  many  individuals,  community  organizations,  and 
businesses  that  helped  the  library  by  donating  books,  bookmarks,  services  and 
money.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  elected  and  appointed  town  officials,  the 
employees  of  the  library  and  the  other  town  departments,  and  the  community 
at  large,  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

LIBRARY  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  Scituate  Library  Board  of  Trustees  continues  to  oversee  the  budget, 
goals  and  direction  of  the  library.  Ongoing  goals  include: 

1 .  To  provide  Scituate  residents  with  easily  accessible  and  updated  col¬ 
lections  of  fiction,  non-fiction,  periodicals,  music,  and  film  in  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  formats,  and  across  a  range  of  ages  and  abilities. 

2.  To  provide  support  for  life-long  learning. 

3.  To  provide  a  comfortable  and  accessible  library  environment. 

4.  To  study  and  develop  a  Scituate  Library  Building  Plan  for  optimum 
multi-functional  use  by  staff  and  public. 

In  March  2007,  Scituate  residents  approved  a  Proposition  2Vi  override  of 
$2.8  million.  As  a  result  of  voters’  support,  increased  funding  to  the  library 
budget  allowed  for:  additional  staffing  (including  a  librarian  for  young  adult 
readers),  an  increase  in  custodial  coverage,  increased  and  updated  technology, 
additional  books  and  materials  for  all  residents  (children  to  seniors)  and  con¬ 
tinued  operating  hours  of  67.5  hours  per  week. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  the  condition  of  the  library  facility,  the  director 
and  staff  have  prioritized  building  repairs  and  will  be  working  with  the  Capital 
Planning  Committee  on  projected  costs  for  repairs/replacements. 

We  are  grateful  to  The  Friends  of  the  Library  and  The  Scituate  Library 
Foundation  who  provide  ongoing  support  for  library  initiatives  and  programs. 
The  Friends  sponsor  semi-annual  book  sales  (January  &  August).  Proceeds 
from  this  venture  fund  museum  passes  available  to  seniors,  adults  and  chil¬ 
dren,  support  the  rental  book  collection  and  sponsor  enrichment  programs. 
The  Foundation,  in  addition  to  its  Spring  Gala  Dinner  Dance/Auction,  this 
year  orchestrated  a  “First  Ride  Greenbush”  fundraiser.  Over  one  thousand 
enthusiastic  participants,  both  young  and  old,  gathered  at  Greenbush  Station 
on  October  27th  for  the  “First  Ride”  along  the  Greenbush  railway.  All  pro¬ 
ceeds  will  go  to  further  the  Foundation’s  efforts  toward  implementing  new 
programs  and  initiatives  for  the  library. 

The  Library  Board  of  Trustees  wish  to  acknowledge  and  thank  The 
Friends  of  the  Library,  The  Library  Foundation,  the  residents  of  Scituate  and 
Kathy  Meeker  and  her  library  staff.  Working  together  we  continue  to  provide 
a  wonderful  library  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.

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SCITUATE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2007  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  Members  Vincent 
O'Brien,  Bruce  Wait,  Mike  Connors  and  Nancy  Ivas.  Associate  Members  are 
Christopher  Roberts,  Joshua  McKain  and  Michelle  Francis.  Associate 
Commissioner  Joshua  McKain  continues  to  represent  our  commission  on  the 
Community  Preservation  Committee  and  Chris  Roberts  is  representing  the 
commission  on  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  development. 

This  past  year,  the  Commission  began  and  completed  a  wide  variety  of 
recreation  programs  and  projects.  The  new  field  at  Hatherly  School  opened  in 
the  fall  (with  a  grand  opening  and  dedication  to  come  in  Spring  2008)  and  we 
continue  to  work  towards  completion  of  new  tennis  courts  at  Gates 
Intermediate  School  in  Spring  2008.  We  presented  the  First  Annual  Outdoor 
Movie  Night  last  summer,  which  was  a  huge  success.  Plans  are  already  in  the 
works  to  have  another  one  or  two  this  coming  year.  This  past  October,  with  a 
generous  donation  from  the  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation,  we  acquired  a 
fleet  of  racing  boats.  We  are  working  closely  with  the  Friends  of  Scituate 
Recreation,  Historical  Society,  Waterways  Commission  and  the  Harbormaster 
to  make  our  community  sailing  program  come  to  fruition.  Our  proudest 
accomplishment  this  past  year  was  teaming  up  with  C.O.R.S.E.  (Community 
of  Resources  for  Special  Education)  to  start  the  “All-Star  Program”,  a  non¬ 
competitive  sports  program  and  summer  camp  for  children  with  special  needs. 
We  also  bid  a  fond  farewell  to  Vincent  O’Brien,  whose  term  on  the  commis¬ 
sion  expired  last  year.  During  Vin’s  time  on  the  commission  he  played  an  inte¬ 
gral  part  in  many  projects,  including:  the  Towns  Field  Study  Committee,  cre¬ 
ation  and  completion  of  Town’s  first  and  only  Synthetic  Turf  field,  Hatherly 
School  field  and  improved  Lifeguard  program  just  to  mention  a  few.  The 
Commission  thanks  Vin  for  the  time  and  expertise  that  he  gave  to  the  Town. 

As  a  result  of  the  approximately  300  programs  the  Recreation 
Department  plans,  organizes  and  executes,  we  had  44,857  attendances,  up 
from  33,388  in  2006  (people  walking  through  our  doors  to  participate  in 
our  programs.)  With  all  the  programs  the  commission  runs,  safety  for  all  par¬ 
ticipants  is  first  and  foremost.  With  that,  the  commission  performed  over  400 
CORI  (Criminal  Offense  Record  Inquiry)  checks  to  ensure  none  of  our  par¬ 
ticipants  would  be  put  in  any  danger.  I  would  also  like  to  commend  our  life¬ 
guard  staff  for  another  fine  season,  which  included  several  saves.  The  com¬ 
mission  is  also  responsible  for  issuing  permits  for  the  use  of  all  athletic  fields 
in  the  Town.  Last  year  we  issued  over  165  permits  to  over  5900  combined 
users. 
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The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  continued  their  support  of  a  number 
of  special  events  throughout  the  year.  Some  of  those  events  are  the  Easter  Egg 
Hunt,  Music  Concerts,  Ski  Trips  as  well  as  an  annual  contribution  to  the  High 
School  All  Night  Graduation  Party.  Other  contributions  include  High  School 
Scholarships,  Scituate  Community  Christmas  and  numerous  donations  to  the 
community. 

On  behalf  of  the  commission,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  tireless  contribu¬ 
tions  of  all  the  volunteers  and  citizens  who  assist  us  in  our  programs,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  involved  in  other  town  and  youth  programs.  I  would  especially 
like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their  dedicated  and  diligent  work  during  the  year.

SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Scituate  Historical  Society  is  responsible  for  the  oversight  of  six 
town-owned  historical  properties:  Scituate  Lighthouse,  Mann  House, 
Cudworth  House,  Lawson  Tower,  Massachusetts  Humane  Society  Boathouse, 
and  the  Irish  Moss  Storage  Shed.  The  last  two  buildings  are  located  at  Scituate 
Marine  Park.  Much  of  our  focus  this  year  was  in  building  restoration  and 
preservation  efforts  at  these  six  buildings.  The  Society  was  also  busy  restor¬ 
ing  several  buildings  owned  by  the  Society. 

The  final  phase  of  work  at  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Hall  (GAR 
Hall)  began  in  January  2007  and  continued  throughout  the  year.  Much  of  the 
work  was  funded  by  Community  Preservation  funds  voted  at  town  meeting. 
The  Society  also  provided  a  substantial  amount  of  its  own  funds  to  complete 
the  new  electrical  and  heating/air  conditioning  systems.  The  GAR  Hall  was 
built  in  1 825  and  is  the  oldest  public  building  in  Scituate.  We  have  a  target 
date  of  Memorial  Day  weekend  for  a  grand  re-opening  ceremony.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  the  town  support  given  to  this  project. 

Restoration  work  continued  on  the  town-owned  Humane  Society 
Boathouse  at  Scituate  Marine  Park  and  was  completed  in  the  late  summer.  We 
have  been  working  with  the  Scituate  Recreation  Commission  on  plans  for 
them  to  use  the  building  during  the  summer  as  classroom  space.  This  is  a  very 
significant  historical  building  and  Scituate  is  very  fortunate  to  have  one  of 
only  a  few  remaining  such  buildings. 

Work  also  was  completed  at  the  Irish  Moss  Storage  Shed  at  Scituate 
Marine  Park.  This  building  is  adjacent  to  the  Humane  Boathouse.  The  shed  is 
the  only  one  remaining  from  the  Irish  Moss  harvesting  era  in  Scituate.  The 
Society  is  very  pleased  with  the  quality  of  the  work.  Funding  for  both  of  these 
buildings  came  from  Community  Preservation  funds  and  we  are  very  appre¬ 
ciative  of  the  town  support. 

This  year  was  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Thomas  W.  Lawson 
and  the  1 00th  anniversary  of  the  sinking  of  his  seven  masted  schooner,  the  T. 
W.  Lawson.  To  mark  this  occasion  the  Society  began  planning  a  year  in 
advance  for  a  major  celebration  and  exhibit  on  July  13,  14,  and  15.  This  event 
required  a  great  deal  of  planning  and  coordination  by  many  people-so  many  it 
is  not  possible  to  list  them  all  here.  However,  I  do  want  to  thank  Tom  Hall,  one 
of  our  trustees,  and  author  of  the  most  definitive  book  on  the  history  of 
Lawson’s  schooner.  Tom  spearheaded  the  entire  event.  A  celebration  dinner 
was  held  at  the  Barker  Tavern  on  July  13  and  exhibits  from  the  Lawson  estate 
were  located  in  a  large  tent  at  the  base  of  Lawson  Tower  during  the  weekend. 
Sandy  McCall,  Lawson’s  great  grandson,  was  a  special  guest  during  the  week¬ 
end. 
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As  we  have  done  for  many  years,  we  opened  all  historical  sites  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  on  pre  announced  days  during  the  summer,  including  Heritage  Days.  Also 
during  the  school  year  hundreds  of  students  have  visited  our  sites.  We  collab¬ 
orated  with  the  Scituate  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  presenting  the  Second 
Annual  Preservation  Award  during  Heritage  Days.  This  award  is  given  to 
someone  who  has  done  an  exceptional  job  preserving  a  home  in  Scituate. 
Nominations  were  sought  from  the  public  and  many  were  received.  This  year 
a  committee  from  the  Society  ultimately  selected  three  winners:  31 
Marshfield  Avenue  Humarock,  owned  by  Arthur  Brown;  10  Ann  Vinal  Road, 
owned  by  Jim  and  Anne  Roman;  and  368  Tilden  Road,  owned  by  Barbara 
Sabean. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  this  year  and  it  would  not  have  been  possi¬ 
ble  without  the  exceptional  support  of  town  officials  and  citizens.  Thank  you!

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Historical  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  preservation, 
protection,  and  enhancement  of  the  historical  and  archeological  resources  of 
the  Town  of  Scituate.  The  Commission  undertakes  studies,  prepares  preserva¬ 
tion  plans,  advises  the  Town  and  pursues  a  range  of  other  actions  to  protect 
the  community’s  historic  resources.  The  Commission  was  created  through  a 
vote  of  Town  meeting  in  November  2006  and  is  subject  to  Massachusetts 
General  Law  Chapter  40  Sec.  8D. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Commission  took  place  on 
March  21,  2007.  During  2007  the  following  activities  took  place: 

■  Organized  the  Commission  by  electing  a  Chair  -  Doug  Smith,  Vice- 
Chair  -  Arthur  Beale,  Secretary  -  Harvey  Gates  and  Peter  Leavitt 
liaison  to  the  Community  Preservation  Committee.  Elizabeth 
Miessner  is  a  member. 

■  Reviewed  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Town  of 
Scituate  and  Scituate  Historical  Society.  Met  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  Historical  Society  in  October  2007. 

■  Worked  with  Betsy  Friedberg  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  on  the  nomination  of  the  WPA  building  in  North 
Scituate  as  a  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  Site.  The  nomina¬ 
tion  is  currently  pending. 

■  Reviewed  the  Burial  Site  Survey  completed  by  consultant  Martha 
Lyons  and  recommendations  for  various  burial  sites  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate.  Participated  in  a  site  visit  with  Martha  Lyons  on  the  Burial 
Sites  in  September  2007. 

■  Met  with  Chris  Skelly  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission 
to  discuss  the  role,  responsibilities  and  opportunities  for  the  Scituate 
Historical  Commission. 

■  Contacted  Julie  Larry  at  Turks,  Tracey  and  Larry  Architects  regard¬ 
ing  the  local  historic  surveys  that  have  been  completed  and  next 
steps  to  complete  additional  survey  work  in  Scituate.  The 
Commission  applied  for  CPC  funding  to  continue  historic  survey 
work  in  Scituate. 

■  Met  with  A1  Bangert  regarding  the  North  Scituate  Train  Canopy  and 
future  plans  for  this  structure.  Received  plans  and  bids  for  the 
restoration  of  the  Canopy  from  Crocker  Architectural. 

■  Established  a  Historical  Commission  Web  site  on  the  Town  of 
Scituate  web  site.  Special  thanks  to  Tom  Rose  for  his  assistance 
with  this  project. 

■  Completed  a  grant  application  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  on  potential  matching  funds  for  the  local  surveying 
work. 
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■  Exploring  the  feasibility  of  creating  electronic  access  to  the  burial 
site  survey  and  local  historic  surveys  via  the  Town  Website. 

■  Contacted  Library  Director  Kathleen  Meeker  regarding  the  storage 
of  the  Burial  Site  Survey  photographs  of  the  headstone  assessment 
for  public  access.  The  Scituate  Public  Library  now  has  the  materials 
for  access. 

■  Responded  to  various  inquires  by  local  citizens  regarding  historic 
structures,  burial  site  questions,  bridges,  markers,  and  buildings. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Selectman  Rick  Murray  for  his  support  of  the 
Commission  as  the  Selectman  Liaison.

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SCITUATE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Beautification  Commission  had  a  busy  but  successful  2007 
as  it  continued  its  efforts  to  enhance  the  Town’s  appearance.  The  island 
between  the  Harbormasters  Building  and  the  Bandstand  in  Cole  Parkway  is  in 
an  area  that  gets  a  lot  of  sun  and  wind  and  is  doing  well  since  the  addition  of 
the  donated  watering  system.  Adopt-a-Lots  is  a  major  focus  of  the 
Commission;  we  currently  have  forty  five  areas  that  are  maintained  by  volun¬ 
teers  or  have  plantings  and  maintenance  managed  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission,  with  its  volunteers,  spends  a  lot  of  time  watering; 
unfortunately  this  year  because  of  the  water  ban  our  plants  have  taken  a  beat¬ 
ing.  Every  spring  some  plants  need  to  be  replaced  due  to  the  winter  as  well  as 
height  regulations  set  by  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee.  For 
the  past  several  years  in  addition  to  planting  annuals  we  have  increased  the 
number  of  perennials  planted  on  the  islands.  The  Commission  also  supports 
and  coordinates  the  window  boxes  planted  by  the  merchants  on  Front  Street. 
This  project  is  now  in  its  tenth  year,  and  we  have  expanded  this  effort  to 
include  merchants  in  all  areas  of  Scituate. 

Our  newest  endeavor  was  the  design  and  implementation  of  eight  new 
MBTA  islands  under  the  direction  of  Chris  Kennedy  of  Kennedy  Country 
Gardens.  The  eight  new  islands  are  located  at  the  following  crossings;  two  at 
Beaver  Dam  Road,  two  at  First  Parish  Road,  two  at  Captain  Pierce  Road  and 
two  at  Hollett  Street.  We  continue  to  meet  to  decide  the  right  approach  for  the 
four  islands  in  North  Scituate  and  one  on  Booth  Hill  Road.  We  are  excited 
about  the  MBTA  island  project  and  hope  they  will  be  a  focal  point  of  beauty 
in  our  Town.  However  because  this  project  has  added  more  islands  we  are  in 
need  of  new  volunteers  to  help  us  care  and  maintain  them. 

I  know  I  speak  on  behalf  of  the  entire  Beautification  Commission  when  I 
say  Thank  You  to  the  forty  volunteers  that  give  their  time  to  support  the 
Commission’s  vision  and  effort  for  the  Town. 

If  you  are  interested  in  volunteering,  information  is  available  by  calling 
or  visiting  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  at  the  Town  Hall.  Please  consider  joining 
us  to  help  make  Scituate  more  beautiful,  even  if  you  only  have  limited  time; 
there  is  always  a  job  available. 

The  commission  and  dedicated  volunteers  look  forward  to  the  spring  to 
once  again  begin  our  work.
